TO THE POINT 


Your vote, your future. . . 

T HIS may be the last time you 
read ASG before you vote in the 
November elections — or before you 
can register to vote. I want to use this 
space to emphasize how important it is 
that you do vote on November 8, par¬ 
ticularly that you vote for the next 
president of the U.S. 

I’m addressing those of you who could 
vote but who may not because you 
don’t think it’ll make much difference 
anyway or because you don’t like the 
candidates, etc. 

There are some readers who can’t 
vote, for whatever reason. And then 
there are those who wont vote because 
they don’t want to be on any type of 
government list, preferring to be, as 
much as possible, non-beings as far as 
any kind of official records are con¬ 
cerned. Tb those who could but won’t 
vote because they wish to remain anon¬ 
ymous, I can only say that they have 
no right to complain about the type 
of government they wind up living 
under, since they chose not to have a 
say in the establishment of that govern¬ 
ment. Tb those of you still undecided 
about whether or not to vote, I urge 
you by all means to cast your vote and 
have a say in who is elected to be our 
next president and other government 
officials. 

It is the right, the privilege and the 
essential duty of every citizen to take 
part in the running of our country by 
casting a ballot for the candidates 
believed to be best for president, gov¬ 
ernor, senator, representative, and so 
forth. Without this vital participation 
by the electorate, governmental power 
invariably falls into the hands of peo¬ 
ple who are incompetent, corrupt, 
greedy, immoral, evil. 

Without a nation’s citizenry watch¬ 
ing the government operate, making 
their views known and choosing by 
ballot those who would run the nation, 
democracy and the liberties that pre¬ 
vail with it cease to exist. 

We’re at a political crossroads this 
year and the outcome of the November 
elections will mean a great deal in 
terms of the quality of our lives, the 
liberties we enjoy and the strength 
and security of our nation in the years 
ahead. Some people believe that there 
is really very little difference between 


the candidates for president and other 
political offices and that all govern¬ 
ment is inherently bad and corrupt. 
I couldn’t disagree more with such 
thinking. Let’s take a look at the race 
for president. There will obviously be 
numerous candidates for the office, but, 
let’s face it, there are only two poss¬ 
ible candidates: Democrat Michael Du¬ 
kakis and Republican George Bush. 

I don’t know much about the views 
of Dukakis and what he plans to do 
if elected president. His supporters por¬ 
tray him as a nice guy political moder¬ 
ate. But what I have heard or read on 
his views worries me. 

As a conservative and someone who 
wants the maximum possible personal 
freedoms and rights with the mini¬ 
mum of government interference, I’m 
concerned when I read that Massachu¬ 
setts Gov. Dukakis states that he wants 
to ban every rifle, pistol and shotgun 
in the state of Massachusetts. 

The Republicans charge that Duka¬ 
kis is actually a far-left liberal who 
will lean toward socialistic solutions 
for the nation’s social and economic 
problems. Being a strong supporter of 
our Strategic Defense Initiative, I am 
concerned when I read that Dukakis 
says: “Some people want Star Wars. 
I want star schools.” 

On the other hand, Vice President 
Bush is a life member of the National 
Rifle Association, has considerable 
government experience at the federal 
level and has been a loyal supporter 
of President Reagan’s policies. What 
I’ve heard of Bush’s views on govern¬ 
ment I like and generally support. 

But political rhetoric aside, as a con¬ 
servative, the choice of who to vote for 
is fairly clear to me. 

What about you? Are you concerned 
as I am that we keep our firearms free¬ 
doms and a strong national defense? 
Do you believe in capitalism and free 
enterprise or do you look to the polit¬ 
ical left to solve the nation’s problems 
with big government fixes, higher taxes 
and restricted personal freedoms and 
rights? 

The issues that will be decided on 
election day are too important for you 
to ignore. Get out and vote. It’s your 
choice, your future — Jim Benson.

Major California quake odds increased, Costa Rican 
fishermen set survival record, better trauma care 
needed, phone sabotage danger. . . 


A report issued by the U.S. Geolog¬ 
ical Survey has upped the odds of 
a major California earthquake occur- 
ing sometime within the next 30 years. 
Previous statistics used by the govern¬ 
ment indicated a 50 percent chance of 
a severe earthquake, (7.5-8.0 on the 
Richter scale), occurring in southern 
California before the year 2010. 

The new report now puts the odds 
for such a quake at 60 percent. The 
report also indicates, for what appears 
to be the first time, that there is a 50 
percent probability that the San Fran¬ 
cisco area of northern California will 
experience a major quake within the 
same time period. 

The Federal Emergency Manage¬ 
ment Agency, FEMA, has released 
damage estimates for both southern 
and northern California earthquakes. 
For a southern California quake FEMA 
estimates fatalities of from 3,000 to 
14,000, serious injuries between 12,000 
and 52,000, and property damage of 
$17 billion. For an earthquake in the 
north, 3,000 to 11,000 fatalities, 12,000 
to 44,000 serious injuries, and $38 bil¬ 
lion in property damage. 

Survival Record — A Costa Rican 
fishing boat and its five-man crew may 
have set an unofficial record for sur¬ 
vival while adrift. 

The adventure began while the fish¬ 
ing boat was blown out to sea by a 
storm which also knocked out the 
boat's radio. The crew tried to make 
it back to port but their fuel supply 
ran out. 

With no way to maneuver, the boat 
began drifting farther and farther into 
the Pacific. For five months the crew 
struggled to survive. They collected 
rainwater for drinking, and caught fish 
and turtles for food. They also erected 
a makeshift sail in an effort to fight 
the currents taking them farther out 
to sea. They saw no other boats or 
planes until a Japanese tuna boat spot¬ 
ted and rescued them off the coast of 
Hawaii, 3,600 miles from their home 
port in Costa Rica. According to their 
captain it was their determination to 


survive, along with their religious faith 
which saw them through their ordeal. 

Trauma Survival — Twenty-two years 
after the National Research Council 
issued a report which called trauma, 
“the neglected disease of modern soci¬ 
ety,” thousands of Americans are still 
dying needlessly because of inadequate 
emergency medical services. 

A report published by the Journal 
of the American Medical Association , 
JAMA , notes that only two states, 
Maryland and Virginia, have suc¬ 
ceeded in meeting the standards for 
trauma care issued by the American 
College of Surgeons. 

Trauma injuries are life-threatening 
injuries caused by such things as motor 
vehicle or industrial accidents, stab- 
bings, shootings, falls and drownings. 
Many of these victims can be saved if 
they are brought to a designated trauma 
center. These centers, unlike most local 
hospitals, have a surgical team on 
immediate call, as well as advanced 
communications and paramedic trans¬ 
port systems. 

THe JAMA report estimated that up 
to 20,000 people a year die because of 
the unavailability of a nearby trauma 
center. 

Call for Help — According to tele¬ 
phone company executives and public 
service engineers, the nation’s tele¬ 
phone system is becoming more and 
more vulnerable to large scale disrup¬ 
tions. 

Recently, a fire in an unmanned tel¬ 
ephone company switching center in 
Hinsdale, Illinois, cut telephone ser¬ 
vice not only to the 35,000 local cus¬ 
tomers, but also to hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of customers in the Chicago area. 
It took a month to completely restore 
service. 

Experts say that as new technology 
such as fiber optics and fully auto¬ 
mated switching centers are incorpo¬ 
rated into the telephone system, the 
system becomes increasingly vulner¬ 
able because more equipment is con¬ 
centrated in fewer locations. •

T HERE’S something about a double- 
barreled 12 gauge shotgun that 
commands your respect. 

When you’re facing the business end 
of such a weapon, looking into those 
two gaping tubes, you realize what 
comes out of them at close range may 
take your head off. 

The devastating effects of the double- 
barreled shotgun has made it a popular 
weapon for lawmen and homeowners 
for well over a century and there are 
many models available today to choose 
from. 

We recently tried out a couple of 
side-by-side 12 gauges we think are 
well suited for home defense or secur¬ 
ity work: the Savage Model 311R and 
the Rossi Overland. Both weapons have 
short; barrels and will handle 2%-inch 
or 3-inch magnum shells.. 

The Savage 311R double will fire two 
quick shots from its 18 l A --inch barrels 
which have a front bead sight. It’s 
hammer less and features a thumb- 
operated automatic top tang safety. It 
has a walnut finished hardwood stock 
with rubber recoil pad and blued bar¬ 
rels and other metal parts. Overall

length is 3514 inches and it breaks 
down to store at only 19V2 inches. 
Weight is about 7 lbs. This gun is also 
available in other gauges with vary¬ 
ing barrel lengths and improved cyl¬ 
inder, modified and full chokes. Sug¬ 
gested retail price is $309. 

The Rossi Overland Coach Gun we 
shot has 20-inch barrels with front 
bead sight. There are sidelock exter 
nal hammers as an added safety fea¬ 
ture. Weight is about 7 lbs. and it also 
has a hardwood stock and blued barrels, 
hammers and triggers. This shotgun 
is also available in different gauges 
and barrel lengths. Suggested price is 
about $300. 


We fired several different loads of 12 
gauge ammunition in these shotguns 
and found them to be sturdy and effec¬ 
tive at the close ranges they were 
designed for. Recoil in both weapons 
is considerable with heavier loads, with 
the shorter-barreled Savage having the 
most kick to it. A firm grip around 
the barrels and fore end helps hold 
down muzzle rise. 

Whenever you load the Savage and 
close the action it’s cocked with the 
safety automatically activated. Although 
you have that thumb-operated safety 
button to flick off before you can fire 
the shotgun, the more safety conscious 
shooters may prefer a weapon like the 
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ABOVE & RIGHT — A firm grip around the fore end and barrels 
when firing helps reduce recoil and provides better control with these 
weapons.

Learning And Sending 

Morse Code 


Patience and self tolerance are the keys to getting 

it right. . . 

By J. Lincoln Thorner 


This is the second of a two-part article on 
learning and using Morse code . In the first 
part „ which was published in last month’s 
issue ; the author discussed how not to learn 
the code and avoid causing problems for your¬ 
self. In this part he explains how to use the 
aural learning method and Morse code study 
aids and discusses sending in code.. — The 
editors. 

T HE skill you want to develop in 
learning Morse code is to hear a 
sound and write (or type) a letter. 
Hear, write, hear, write. 

To do this, ideally you should be sent 
the letter in Morse code at a relatively 
high rate of speed (I recommend 15 to 
20 words per minute) and write the 
letter. Over and over until you are 
familiar with the letter. 

Then do another one. For example: 
didah A, didah A, didah A, didah A. 
Learn three or four letters at a time. 
Then have these letters sent to you in 
short words, including what you just 
learned and any letters previously 
learned. The individual letters should 
be sent fast, but with plenty of time 
in between for you to react, say two 
or three seconds. 

This type of learning makes it dif¬ 
ficult for you to memorize the letters 
as certain combinations of dits and 
dahs, and fairly forces you to hear and 
react to letter sounds instead. Learn¬ 
ing the letter sounds initially elim¬ 
inates the problem of a * 'plateau,” 
later on. There is, then, a smooth 
progression of code speed from learn¬ 
ing to mastering. It is gratifying for 
me as an instructor to see someone go 
painlessly from beginner to high speed 
operator in a smooth and uninter¬ 
rupted manner. It ain’t too hard to 
take for the student either! 

If you don’t have a handy radio oper¬ 
ator to teach you the code, there are

a number of cassette tapes available 
that do the job pretty nicely. Among 
the many outfits that produce continu¬ 
ous wave (radio parlance for Morse 
communications) learning tapes are 
American Radio Relay League, 225 
Main Street, Newington, CT 06111; 
73 Magazine , 80 Pine Street, Peter¬ 
borough, NH 03458; and the Ham 
Radio Bookstore, Main Street, Green¬ 
ville, NH 03048 (telephone if (603) 
878-1441). The ARRL probably has the 
most extensive and best quality liter¬ 
ature on Amateur Radio and elec¬ 
tronics, but I am rather fond of the 
choice of tapes produced by the Ham 
Radio Bookstore. The HR Bookstore 
also sells the publications and tapes 
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of many other producers, besides their 
own excellent line. 

If you send for the Ham Radio Book¬ 
store catalogue, look for the tapes that 
send fast characters, with long pauses 
(the Fahrnsworth method). As the pro¬ 
gram progresses the pauses shorten 
and your code copying speed increases. 

Frankly, the “poor man’s” approach, 
while not ideal, is also quite effective. 
Use the accompanying chart in this 
article and simply pronounce the let¬ 
ter sounds to yourself. Do this pronun¬ 
ciation rapidly to yourself over and 
over. Read it from the page the first 
time then say it to yourself repeatedly 
without looking at the page: “I didit, 
I didit, I didit, I didit, I didit. . . etc. 

By the way, this can be done silently, 
to yourself, if you’d like to avoid strange 
looks on the street. I recommend not 
trying to learn more than about three 
or four letters at a sitting. Each time 
you learn three new letters, make up 
some words using those letters and all 
the letters you’ve learned previously 
and verbally send them to yourself. 
Remember to pronounce the code char¬ 
acters rapidly, so as to impress a letter 
sound rather than a counted series of 
dits and dahs on your mind. 

The order in which you learn the let¬ 
ters is not very important, except that 
they should absolutely not be learned 
in alphabetic order, i.e., a, b, c. . . etc. 
I like to intersperse the shorter and 
simpler characters with the longer 
more complex letters so as to not lump 
all the more difficult ones together. 

Tapes — Once you have learned the 
basic alphabet, and are practicing, you 
really should graduate to either tapes, 
or listening to CW on the air with a 
shortwave receiver. Ihpes are the sim¬ 
plest, and least expensive approach to 
practice. Especially since most short¬ 
wave radios on the market are totally 
unsuited to copying CW. 

Learning the proper style is far, far 
more important, initially, than ac¬ 
curacy. When you copy a tape, discip¬ 
line yourself to copy the letter immedi¬ 
ately, or not at all. If you can not 
decipher the character right away, skip 
it. Do not stop to think about it. Think¬ 
ing about it is a bad habit to develop. 
What will happen in real life is that 
while you’re thinking about a hard to 
remember letter, several others will slip 
by, and while you’re chasing those, 

several words will be lost. 

If you train yourself to respond im¬ 
mediately or not at all you will have 
lousy accuracy at first, but so what? 
When you are more practiced, this 


habit will limit your occasional error 
to just the one letter you missed (you 
can usually go back and figure out 
what it was anyway) rather than whole 
chunks of the message being lost. It 
is also a good way to reinforce the use 
of the reflexive rather than cognitive 
part of your brain, and that is very 
important. Another way to reinforce 
reflex is to guess rather than waiting 
to be certain. That’s right, when you 
hear a letter sound immediately guess 
at what it is. It’s rather funny to see 
how the accuracy of your “guesses” 
gets better and better as you practice. 

If you do invest in a good quality 
communications receiver, not only will 
you be able to listen to casual Ham 
and other CW traffic, but more im¬ 
portantly you will be able to listen to 
the regularly scheduled broadcasts of 
the American Radio Relay League’s 
station W1AW. 

W1AW sends practice code at var¬ 
ious speeds for the use of people with 
varying levels of expertise. Send off to 
the ARRL for a schedule, they’d be 
happy to send you one. They also ap¬ 
preciate a stamped, self-addressed enve¬ 
lope. Their broadcasts on 21,080 kHz 
are copiable during the day, on 14, 070 
kHz during much of the day and early 
evening, and on 7,080 and 3,580 kHz 
at night. They are loud and clear in 
the eastern and midwestern parts of 
the country, and are usually copiable, 
though somewhat less strongly, in the 
west. 

If you decide to buy a shortwave re¬ 
ceiver, be very, very cautious. There 
are several very expensive and many 
cheaper makes and models of radio 


that are absolutely useless for copying 
code. Even though some claim the ca¬ 
pability. Some of the manufacturers of 
excellent communications receivers 
and transceivers are ICOM, 'Yaesu, 
Kenwood, and Collins. 

New, these rigs tend to be rather 
expensive, but there are many great 
buys in used equipment, particularly 
in the older tube type radios. The price 
and age of second hand equipment is 
not at all as important as whether or 
not it was originally intended to be 
used for CW communications. Get the 
advice of an experienced Ham who is 
active in CW if you can. Remember, 
though, that most shortwave radios 
sold are intended primarily for listen¬ 
ing to foreign broadcast stations like 
the BBC, Voice of America and Radio 
Moscow. This is also fun, but won’t 
help your code much. 

Sending Code — Sending CW can be 
learned, and should be learned as you 
learn to copy it. Most people find send¬ 
ing a lot easier to master than copy¬ 
ing. But then again, there are also a 
lot of people who send lousy! First go 
out and buy a Morse code key and 
code practice oscillator. They come as 
one unit, or separately, and are even 
available with the oscillator in kit 
form. Make, model, and price are really 
unimportant. There are adequate units 
available at Radio Shack stores and 
many other places that deal with com¬ 
munications electronics. Adjust the key 
so that there is space enough for a 
sheet of bond paper to pass easily 
between the contacts, and the spring 
tension should be adjusted so that

pushing down the key is not difficult, 
but merely firm and sufficient to raise 
the key back up without you feeling 
as if you must pull it up. 

Remember to send much, much more 
slowly than the characters you have 
been practicing copying. Send slowly 
(around 5 or 6 WPM) and send rhy¬ 
thmically. 

All code characters have a distinct 
rhythm. Listen to the perfect machine 
generated code on a practice tape and 
emulate the sound. Listen to the sound 
of a letter and send it so that it sounds 
exactly the same, .only much slower. 
It should sound almost musical. If it 
sounds choppy or uneven, you are send¬ 
ing wrong. Take, for instance, the let¬ 
ter “L.” It is sent didahdidit. There 
should be a mental accent on the dah 
so that it sounds like the rhythm of 
a cantering horse. 

When sending, the proper ratio of dit 
length to dah length is one to three. 
When learning to send, exaggerate this 
ratio because for some reason begin¬ 
ners tend to send dits and dahs of 
nearly equal length. So, send the dah 
a little longer than you think neces¬ 
sary and the dit a little shorter. When 
learning to copy, most people complain 
that they can’t tell the dits from the 
dahs on their practice tapes. Some even 
want to return the tapes as defective. 
There is nothing wrong with the tapes, 
folks, it’s your ear. There is nothing 
you can do to remedy this but practice. 
You aren’t defective either, it is just 
that your brain needs to learn to dis- 
tinquish the two sounds, and it does 
this on a non-conscious level so relax 
and just keep practicing. It’ll come, and 
it’ll come without any additional effort 
on your part, automatically. You’ll be 
amazed. 

If you are really interested in becom¬ 
ing proficient in communicating in CW, 
as opposed to classroom competence, 
I urge you to get your Amateur Radio 
Operators License. Hamming offers the 
easiest way to get really good at Morse, 
and learn a thing or two about elec¬ 
tronics and operating procedures as 
well. Even casual conversations on CW 
will train your brain’s “filter” to copy 
under conditions you will not find on 
a practice tape. Static, fading, inter¬ 
ference and such. One interesting type 
of interference you’ll come across is an 
extremely loud, staccato, rapping noise 
that changes loudness, pulse pattern 


and radio frequency at a rapid rate. 
It has justly earned the nickname the 
“Russian Woodpecker” because of its 
origin and sound. It is a Soviet over- 
the-horizon backscatter radar system. 
It’s a huge pain in the butt and it 
won’t be found on any practice tapes. 
It is also a violation of international 
treaties by the Russians, but then what 
else is new. 

Hams also have organized networks 
on which Hams transmit radiotele¬ 
grams free, for the general public. 
Usually these are casual greetings and 
messages, but during emergencies like 
floods, tornados, airplane crashes and 
the like, when normal communications 
break down, the messages Hams pass 
along are often of life saving impor¬ 
tance. 

This kind of emergency work is the 
heart and soul of Ham radio, and should 
be recognized by survivalists as a 
training asset too good to pass up. 
Hams even have a once a year, week¬ 
end long contest in which tens of 
thousands of them practice operating 
under emergency conditions in which 
normal power, shelter and other facil¬ 
ities are no longer available. This kind 
of survivalist preparation and practice 
has been going on for 50 or 60 years! 
And it does take a lot of preparation 
and practice to be effective; many of 
them are very good at it. You and your 
family or survivalist group can cer¬ 
tainly practice with code practice oscil¬ 
lators, sending messages to each other, 
or with signal lights or flags. . . and 
I do urge you to do so, but, if you really 
want to learn emergency communica¬ 
tions, learn from the experts. Become 
a Ham, and participate in traffic (mes¬ 
sage handling) nets, and disaster com¬ 
munications groups. The American 
Radio Relay League can give you all 
the information you need to learn 
about Amateur Radio and emergency 
communications. There are local groups 
all over the country for you to join if 
you decide that this is for you. The 
League maintains a file of free volun¬ 
teer instructors. Write them and they’ll 
be happy to let you know which one is 
closest to you and how to get in touch. 

Patience, Tolerance —I guess the most 
important thing I can say about learn¬ 
ing and using Morse code is that it 
requires patience and self tolerance. 
Some people have told me that they 


were incapable of learning code. . . 
they’d tried, and just couldn’t. Then 
I taught them. It was no miracle on 
my part, but rather it was a matter 
of reassuring them that everybody has 
difficulty mastering Morse. It’s like any 
other skill of this type, it requires 
practice and a willingness to make 
mistakes and keep trying. Simple prac¬ 
tice is about 90 percent of mastering 
this skill, not making self defeating 
mistakes in technique makes up the 
other 10 percent, and I hope this arti¬ 
cle has been some help with that. My 
experience and study have shown me 
that a knowledge and proficiency in 
Morse code has saved many lives in 
war and in natural disaster. Your 
mastery of this communications skill 
could make just as big a contribution 
to your survival. •

D URING WWII a number of sub¬ 
machine guns were produced for 
use by British and allied armed forces.

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Personal Camouflage: 


A review of camouflage clothing and techniques. . . 


By David James Marshall

This is the first of two articles on camouflage in the field. In this article the author 
discusses types of available camouflage clothing and some tips on concealing the 
head and other exposed body parts. In the second article, which will appear in the 
November issue , concealing field equipment will be discussed — The editors. 


T HE word camouflage usually con¬ 
jures up an image in the mind 
of a hunter/prey scenario. Whether that 
scenario is man vs. man, or man vs. 
animal, the advantage usually falls 
with the one that uses concealment to 
the best advantage. 

Who uses camouflage today? The 
most prominent groups are the major 
land combat branches of the military, 
the Army and Marine Corps. For the 
sake of completness I’ll include the 
National Guard who are almost always 
called to the scene of natural disasters 
and “large social disorders.” Other 
groups would include players of the 
popular Survival Game, those who 
make their living as wildlife photo- 
raphers, naturalists, and bow hunters. 

This latter group must move well 
within the range of a big game ani¬ 
mal’s keen senses of sight and smell. 
Perhaps the most dedicated and effi- 
cent camoufleurs are the hunters of 
turkeys and other large game birds 
such as snow and Canadian geese. 
Like human adversaries, and unlike 
hooved game, turkeys and geese have 
the same cone structure in their eyes 
that enable them to see color as hu¬ 
man eyes do. 

As hooved game sees primarily in 
shades of black and white, only an effi¬ 
cient breakup of outline is necessary. 
Greese or turkey hunters, and those 
who wish to escape the notice of hos¬ 
tile human eyes, must also match 
camouflage patterns to existing terrain 


and foliage. 

As clothing is the most popular 
means of personal concealment in the 
field, a review of available patterns 
seems a logical place to begin. Most 
patterns available commercially are 
derivatives or direct copies of current 
military patterns. Companies with 
government contracts sell their sur¬ 
plus on the open market and may bill 
them as “built to military specifica¬ 
tions.” This is good as those standards 
are very exacting and were conceived 
with rough military use in mind. 

Camo Types — All clothing articles 
pictured here were provided by, or pur¬ 
chased from, Kaufman’s West Army & 
Navy Goods, 1660 Eubank NE, Albu¬ 
querque, NM 87112; (505) 293-2300. It 
represents available military and 
civilian patterns. 

Viet Nam. Developed during the 
Southeast Asian conflict, this pattern 
has emerged as the most popular for 
a wide variety of both foliage and ter¬ 
rain. It’s predominant pattern of differ¬ 
ent shades of green suit it to most 
summer and fall foliage. Designed 
primarily for jungle and wooded ter¬ 
rain, (it’s called the Woodland pattern 
by the Army), it does not blend well 
with dry vegetation or desert rocks 
and scrub brush. At long range its 
blotch pattern tends to merge into 
a solid green mass that stands out 
against a background of multi-colored 
vegetation.

HAT would you say are the most 
important skills for the survival- 
ist? Certainly the ability to locate food 
and water, construct shelter, defend 
yourself and your group or family, are 
all skills which rank high on the sur- 
vivalist’s “must know” list. 

Most groups and individuals con¬ 
cerned with survival take these skills 
seriously enough to practice and study 
them on an on-going basis. Indeed, 
many of these skills lend themselves 
to self study. 

For example, the best way to learn 
construction techniques of expedient 
shelters is to read a few articles and 
then go build one. You learn by trial 
and error what works and what doesn’t. 
Fortunately for the survivalist most 
survival skills lend themselves to this 
method of learning. 

There are, however, some skills that 
are vital for the survivalist to learn 
and become proficient at, but should 
not be self taught. Emergency medical 
care is one such skill. 

The need for trained medical per¬ 
sonnel in a survival situation is obvi¬ 
ous. The presence of medical person¬ 
nel could very easily mean the dif¬ 
ference between life and death for 
injured, wounded, or ill members of 
your group or family. 

Given the obvious benefits of emer¬ 
gency medical training, the question 
becomes, what is the best way for the 
individual to get that training? Short 
of going to medical or nursing school, 
which for most of us is obviously im¬ 
practical, the individual interested in 
learning emergency care techniques 
would do well to consider becoming a 
licensed Emergency Medical Technician. 

What is an EMT? What does he or 
she do? what type of training is in¬ 
volved? How much does the training 
cost, etc.? Read on. 

Perhaps the easiest way to see what 
it is that EMTs do is to turn on the 
TV news. How many times have you 
seen a patient being brought into a 
hospital while technicians perform 
cardio-pulmonary resuscitation, CPR, 
on that patient? Or, how often have 
you seen car accidents where victims 
were pinned in the wreckage and res¬ 
cuers crawl inside to begin emergency 


care even before the victim has been 
freed? Remember the baby who fell 
down the well in 'Ibxas and how, for 
a few days the attention of the nation 
turned to her? It was EMTs and para¬ 
medics who went down into that well 
and brought her out alive. Perhaps 
you have had to call an ambulance 
because you or someone in your fam¬ 
ily has been hurt or is so ill that 
they must be brought to the hospital. 
In all these cases it is EMTs and par¬ 
amedics that responded and began 
emergency care. 

Basically it is the job of the EMT 
to provide professional level emergency 
care to injured or sick patients at the 
scene of the emergency and during 
transport to the hospital. EMTs are 
also frequently called upon to assist 
members of the hospital emergency 
room staff in their treatment of the 
patient. 

The modern EMT is a far cry from 
the “ambulance drivers” of years gone 
by. Up until the early 1960s, ambu¬ 
lance services in the U.S. were little 
more than taxicabs with lights and 
sirens. The job of the “ambulance 


attendant” was generally to “bag, tag. 
and drag,” that is, to get the patient 
onboard the ambulance, to the hospital, 
and into the emergency room. Ambu¬ 
lance personnel had little if any train¬ 
ing in pre-hospital emergency care 
techniques. 

In the mid 1960s all that changed. 
A joint study by the National Academy 
of Sciences and the National Research 
Council was undertaken in an effort 
to establish guidelines and standards 
for pre-hospital emergency care. The 
result was a study entitled “Training 
of Ambulance Personnel and Others 
Responsible for Emergency Care of the 
Sick and Injured at the Scene and 
During Transport” The conclusions 
reached in the study included the fol¬ 
lowing: “Employees or volunteer mem¬ 
bers of public and private organizations 
having a responsibility for the deliv¬ 
ery of health services must be trained 
in and held accountable for adminis¬ 
tration of specialized care and delivery 
of the victims of acute illness or injury 
to a medical facility. . . Specialized 
training, retraining, and accreditation 
of such persons necessitate develop- 
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Emergency Medical Technician 


ment of training courses, manuals, and 

training aids adequate to provide in¬ 
struction in all emergency care short 
of that rendered by physicians” 

In 1966 the National Highway Safety 
Act gave the U.S. Department of Trans¬ 
portation the responsibility of develop¬ 
ing the standards by which states 
would train, test, and license Emer¬ 
gency Medical Ifechnicians. Under the 
most recent guidelines (1984) from the 
DOT, EMT training consists of a mini¬ 
mum 110-hour course of instruction 
which includes hands-on clinical exper¬ 
ience in a hospital emergency room. 
This is a minimum, requirement and 
states are free to increase the course 
as they see fit. 

The Course — The 110-hour EMT 
course includes classroom lectures, 
hands-on training with the various 
pieces of equipment used by EMTs, 
and at least two 8-hour shifts in a 
hospital emergency room or onboard 
an ambulance. 

Throughout the course the EMT stu¬ 
dent is tested on the subjects he or 
she has learned. Some of the tests, 
such as the CPR certification test 
must be passed in order for the stu¬ 
dent to continue in the course. The 
student must also pass the state cer¬ 
tification tests given at the end of 
the course. These tests consist of a 
written portion of 100 or more ques¬ 
tions and of “practicals” where a stu¬ 
dent must demonstrate proficiency in 
such areas as airway management and 
oxygen therapy, cervical spine immo¬ 
bilization techniques, proper use of 
military anti-shock trousers (MAST), 
and others. 



In order to pass the course and 

become certified by the state the stu¬ 
dent must pass all of the practicals as 
well as the written test. Once the stu¬ 
dent becomes a licensed EMT he must 
take a refresher course and pass the 
full battery of state certification tests 
every 2 to 4 years in order to keep 
his license valid. 

The EMT course begins with the 
basic physiology and anatomy of the 
human body. Next comes instruction 
in patient assessment. Here the stu¬ 
dent learns to recognize life-threaten¬ 
ing conditions in his patient. He learns 
to distinguish medical from trauma 
patients and how to conduct both the 
primary and secondary patient survey. 

The next block of instruction centers 
on respiratory and cardiac arrest and 
the proper techniques of CPR. The stu¬ 
dent will learn how to clear a patient’s 
airway, use suction units, insert an oro 
or nasophrangeal airway, perform one- 
and two-man CPR, and when and how 
to initiate oxygen therapy. 

Next comes the treatment of shock 
and control of bleeding. In this part 
of the course the student learns the 
four methods of controlling bleeding, 
and methods for treating and controll¬ 
ing shock including the use of military 
anti-shock trousers, MAST: 

The student next learns how to man¬ 
age musculoskeletal fractures and soft 
tissue injuries. He will learn band¬ 
aging techniques and how to select 
and use the various types of splints 
available for the treatment of fractures. 

At this point the student will begin 
to study the specific techniques used 
in treating injuries to the head, face, 
neck, and spine. Emphasis is placed

on proper spinal immobilization tech¬ 
niques using cervical collars, manual 
traction, backboards, etc. He will also 
learn how to do a quick neurological 
check of a suspected spinal injury 
patient. 

The student then moves on to study 
methods of treating injuries to the 
chest, abdomen, and genitalia. Here 
the student learns how to treat inju¬ 
ries such as a life-threating pneumo¬ 
thorax (sucking chest wound), or the 
evisceration of abdominal organs. He 
will learn how to make an occlusive 
dressing (the air-tight dressing used 
in cases of pneumothorax), and how 
to stabilize impaled objects. 

Next come medical emergencies. 
Here the prospective EMT learns to 
recognize and treat various non-trauma 
emergencies. He will study methods 
of treatment for heart attacks, diabetic 
comas and insulin shock cases, seizure 
patients, poisoning and drug overdose 
patients, patients with communicable 
diseases, etc. Included in this portion 
of the course are special techniques 
used in treating pediatric emergencies. 

The course then moves on to cover 
childbirth. The student learns to iden¬ 
tify the various stages of labor, how to 
assist in the delivery of the baby, and 
how to assess the medical condition of 
the newborn infant. The student is also 
taught how to handle complications 
which might arise during and after the 
delivery of the baby. 

The treatment of burns and injuries

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caused by hazardous materials is the 
next subject the student will study. He 
will be taught how to classify and treat 
burn victims and how to determine the 
severity of the burn. Methods for treat¬ 
ing victims exposed to hazardous ma¬ 
terials ranging from chemicals to radio¬ 
active substances are also covered in 
this portion of the course. 

Next up, methods for treating pa 
tients who have been exposed to envi¬ 
ronmental extremes. The EMT student 
will learn to treat the full range of 
such emergencies, from frostbite and 
hypothermia to heat cramps and heat 
stroke. Methods for treating and res¬ 
cuing drowning victims as well as spe¬ 
cial water rescue techniques for possi¬ 
ble spinal injury patients are also 
taught. 

The student now moves on to study 
triage. Triage is the separating of 
patients into catagones which deter¬ 
mine their priority of treatment at 
accident or disaster scenes where there 
are multiple victims. 

Next comes instruction in various 
methods of extricating patients who 
are trapped in the wreckage of auto¬ 
mobiles. Methods of removing wind¬ 
shields, prying open doors, and disen¬ 
tangling trapped accident victims are 
covered. 

The final portion of the course in¬ 
volves instruction in ambulance oper¬ 
ations, driving techniques, traffic con¬ 
trol at accident scenes, and the psy¬ 
chological pressures which an EMT 
might expect to encounter. 

Using Your Skills — As can be seen 
from the preceding description, the 
EMT training course is exhaustive and 
requires from the student both dedi¬ 
cation and hard work to complete. In 
fact, from 15 to 30 percent of stu¬ 
dents who begin the course fail to 
complete it. 

For those who do, they not only now 
possess very valuable survival skills, 
they also have the ability to put those 
skills to work in either a volunteer or 
professional capacity. 

Professionally, EMTs are in demand 
by a wide range of employers. The EMT 
has the option of working for a pri¬ 
vate ambulance company, municipal 
emergency medical service, or even for 
off shore oil companies as part of 
their emergency response teams. Other 
opportunities exist to combine your 
EMT skills with pursuits which are

Diverse Uses: 

Onion Medicine 


The onion can relieve pain, prevent infections and 
tissue damage from burns, aid digestion, retard tumor 

growth. .. 


A LMOST everyone is familiar with 
the common onion. Its supremely 
edible qualities have universally placed 
it in the kitchen or by the campfire 
as a culinary additive or seasoning. 
All parts of the plant (bulb, leaves, 
flowers, fruits, and seeds) can be eaten 
raw, cooked or in prepared foods. 

What is not well known is the on¬ 
ion’s uses in medicine. The onion can 
relieve pain and prevent infections. 
The early Greeks and Egyptians were 
among the first to recognize its medic-

inal values. Modern research has now 
detailed its usefulness in the treat¬ 
ment of burns, cuts, wounds, and 
internal ailments. 

To treat burns and scalds, slice a 
fresh onion bulb in half and squeeze 
the juice directly onto the burn. The 
juice will instantly relieve the pain. 
Daily applications of onion juice or a 
soothing compress of onion paste on 
a burn aids in its healing. 

Interestingly, the Japanese utilized 
onion extracts on Hiroshima burn vic¬ 


tims with favorable results. Onion juice 
not only aids in healing extensively 
burned skin, it helps to reduce the for¬ 
mation of ugly scar tissue as well. 

For cuts and wounds, cotton swabs 
soaked in onion or garlic (the onion’s 
closest cousin) juice makes an effective 
antiseptic and antibactericidal band¬ 
age. Just tape into place and immobi¬ 
lize the injury. Studies have shown 
that infectious bacteria resistant to 
other antibiotics will succumb readily 
to onion juice. 
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In China, a daily cup of hot onion 
leaf tea is prescribed to patients suffer¬ 
ing from various heart ailments. The 
tea has been found to help decrease 
the condition that causes hardening 
of the arteries. 

A paste made of crushed bulbs can 
quickly relieve the pain of toothache, 
and the stings of insects such as bees, 
wasps, ants, and hornets. Also, it can 
be applied to ulcers, boils, and var¬ 
ious skin diseases or infections, lower¬ 
ing painful inflammation and swelling. 

Historically, onion extracts have been 
utilized by doctors in India to treat 
victims of the bubonic plague centur¬ 
ies before the feeble attempts made by 
European medicine. Even today, onion 
or garlic bulb distillation is a major 
business enterprise. The fine oil ex¬ 
tract is used in the preparation of 
medical shampoos for treating dandruff 
and alopecia. 

For those persons who suffer a lot 
from the common cold or chest con¬ 
gestion, they would do well to drink 
a cup of hot onion tea each day. The 
tea assists in loosening up stopped 
sinuses and unplugging the bronchial 
system. This same dosage of tea will 
clean out any bladder problems, too. 

What kind of magical principles does 
the onion possess to be so medically 
promising? A phyto-chemical analysis 
of the whole plant reveals the follow¬ 
ing beneficial properties: volatile oils, 
diallyhdisulfide (the onion's distinc¬ 
tive smell), vitamins A and C, glyco¬ 
sides (fallicin and glucokinin), starch, 
pectin, and several trace minerals such 
as sulfur, magnesium, sodium, potas- 


tion, lower blood pressure, and reduce 
blood sugar levels. In larger doses, the 
juice will exp>ei intestinal parasites 
from the digestive tract. 

Although breathing or contact with 
the irritating fumes of the volatile oils 
in onion juice will involuntarily cause 
the eyes to water, this unpleasant side 
effect has a great benefit to an injured 
person. 

The act of crying actually gives the 
patient a definite edge in the healing 
process. Crying releases enzymes and 
hormones directly into the bloodstream, 
helping to accelerate scab forming and 
the regeneration of tissue in severe 
wounds. Furthermore, crying relieves 
pain and alleviates the extreme pys- 
chological stresses experienced by the 
badly injured. 

Easy to cultivate, the onion should 


slum, and iron. 

Fallicin is a germ killer. It is espe¬ 
cially bactericidal to pathogens or 
germs that live in the soil. A deriva¬ 
tive of fallicin has been produced for 
use in controlling infectious bronchial 
diseases caused by Mycobacterium 
cepae , a respiratory oriented germ. 

Glucokinin, a plant hormone, has 
seen use as an oral insulin to lower 
blood sugar levels in the treatment of 
diabetes. It has been credited as being 
the stimulating agent that speeds up 
the healing of injured or damaged 
animal tissue. 


^ Cancer Treatment — The importance 
of onions or garlic to medicine ranges 
from simple first aid for burns and 
wounds, to the more complex therapy 
of infectious diseases and cancer. Stu¬ 
dies have shown that continuous appli¬ 
cations of onion or garlic juice upon 
malignant tumors can retard their 
development. In some cases, these 
daily applications have been known 
to prevent tumor reappearance or for¬ 
mation. 

Taken internally, a smal 1 amount of 
onion or gariic juice will stimulate 
faulty digestion, increase bile secre¬ 


The common onion is useful for food and medicine. 
Onion juice is antiseptic and antibacterial. The juice 
can also be utilized as an invisible ink for writing 
secret messages. Onion medicine can be made from 
bulbs and green leaves as well. A hot cup of green 
leaf tea is good for treatment of heart ailments, colds, 
bronchial infections, pneumonia and urinary problems.

be included into everyone’s diet. On¬ 
ions provide those essential vitamins 
needed to combat scurvy, and provide 
relief from the misery of the common 
cold. 

Onions have a use in the garden as 
natural insecticide. If grown with car¬ 
rots and beets, onions or garlic will 
naturally repel parasitic flies. Organic 
garden sprays can be made from the 
diluted bulb juice. 

A homemade mosquito repellent can 
be made from the onion juice. Applied 
judiciously to bare skin, the results 
are somewhat mixed as apparently 
some mosquitoes are very attracted to 
the odor. Sprayed upon plants, it does 
repel pests. 

Onions can be found growing in the 
wild. They are commonplace in all 
parts of the world, and can be seen in 
open, rich soils of the lowlands on 
stream or river banks, in fields, and 
pastures, and in the shaded, rocky 
soils of hillsides and mountain ranges. 
The wild onion likes to grow in dense 
colonies in favorable soils. 

An herby plant, the wild onion is 
much like its domesticated kin with 
white pink flowers arising from a sin¬ 
gle flowering stalk that emerges from 
a bulb. Bulbs (modified stems) may 
vary in size, from the tiny V^-inch to 
the larger 4-inch diameters, and are 
covered individually with a thin, pa¬ 
pery sheath. 

Its leaves are long, narrow, onion- 
scented, somewhat fleshy, and in clumps 
surrounding the flowering stalk. The 
stalk may reach a height of 18 inches. 
Cut or slashed leaves and bulbs ooze 
a clear, mucous-like onion flavored sap. 

Flowers are in a showy cluster 1 to 
5 inches across the top of the stalk. 
Each flower is small, and has six petals 
of equal size and color. The flowering 
period is in early spring to late fall 
depending upon rainfall conditions 
and altitude. Fruits are small 3-lobed 
capsules, and may contain numerous 
shiny, black seeds. 

Lily Family — Closely related to gar¬ 
lic, leeks, chives, and shallots, the on¬ 
ion ( Allium ) is a member of the lily 
family, and has many cousins resem¬ 
bling it. A few are very poisonous, such 
as the death camas ( Zigadenus ) and 
the star-of-Bethlehem ( Ornithogalum ). 
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They can be superficially confused with 
large onions, garlics or leeks. 

A good rule to remember when col¬ 
lecting wild onions for food or for use 
as medicine is: If an onion type of 
plant does not smell or taste distinctly 
like an onion, then do not use it. 
Never take a chance, as it is far better 
to be absolutely sure than to be made 
violently sick or worse. 

While onions are good food and are 
useful in the treatment of diseases, 
they do have certain side effects the 
reader should be made aware of. For 
like all good things, the onion has a 
bad side to it. 

A person who has a steady diet of 
onions may develop a dehabilating 
anemia-like condition especially if he 
is allergy prone. Take away the onions 
and more than likely he will return 
to normal health. 



Onions are easy to grow and can be planted 
anywhere. They will grow well in gardens, along 
edges of flower beds, along retainer walls and in 
other unused spaces in your yard. 


Tbo many onions for dinner can so 
upset the digestive system the indi¬ 
vidual may suffer great pain, exces¬ 
sive gas build up, and unpleasant diar¬ 
rhea. Raw onions can be very irri¬ 
tating. Cooking them will usually les¬ 
sen this misery. 

Lastly, a daily overdosage of onions 
or garlic in the diet can alter the 
chemical composition of an individual’s 
sweat into that of a strong foul-smelling 
stench. This fetid odor will permeate 
his clothing, lingering upon anything 
he handles or touches. No amount of 
deodorants or perfume can suppress it 
either. 

None of these side effects are fatal 
in nature, but they can literally raise 
havoc with ones social life. Whereas, 
the last side effect mentioned can 
guarantee a vacant seat on any overly 
crowed subway train or city bus. •

We recently had the opportunity 
to take a look at four samples of the 
latest offerings from these outstand¬ 
ing knifemakers, courtesy of the Cut¬ 
lery Shoppe of Boise, Idaho. 

The Cutlery Shoppe, “where the best 
sells for less,” is a leading discount 
knife dealer and often works with the 
best knifemakers to provide the public 
with exclusive, customized versions of 
the best cutlery. 

The knives we examined are Cold 
Steel’s Special Ops Tanto, Gerber’s 
Predator CS, Benchmade’s American 
Bushmaster and Chris Reeve’s Aviator. 

By exclusive arrangement with Cold 
Steel, the Cutlery Shoppe is offering 
the Special Ops Tanto, with stainless 
steel guard and pommel. The Special 


Ops Tanto is of top quality stainless 
steel construction, including guard and 
pommel, with comfortable “non slip” 
Kraton handle. This knife is as main¬ 
tenance free as you can get and uses 
Cold Steel’s new improved heat treat¬ 
ing process and their improved tang. 
Included is a Ki Quick draw sheath, 
a friction fit sheath (no snaps to get 
in the way) meant for combat. It can 
even be worn upside down. Each knife 
is backed by Cold Steel’s lifetime 
guarantee against defects in workman¬ 
ship or materials and each is individu¬ 
ally serial numbered. The first orders 
will have the lowest serial numbers. 
Blade is 5% inches long and 3 /ie inches 
thick. The knife is HVs inches long 
overall. Weight is 9.2 ounces for the 
knife and another 1.7 ounces for the 
sheath.

The Predator CS is another Cut¬ 


lery Shoppe exclusive made by Ger¬ 
ber. Starting with the proven Gerber 
BMF knife design, the Cutlery Shoppe 
lengthened the blade to 9 inches to 
give it more striking power like a 
traditional bowie. The handle was 
recontoured for a more comfortable 
grip and the top guard was revised to 
allow a straight thumb hold, complete 
with thumb grooves. This also allows 
“indexing” the blade for better strik¬ 
ing ability and control. The Predator 
has a ^-inch thick blade with non- 
reflective finish and is 14Y2 inches 
overall. The knife weighs 16.3 ounces 
and the black Cordura sheath it is 
shipped with is 10.9 ounces and has a 
Bianchi mil spec belt fastener and 
diamond sharpening stone. Lifetime 
guaranty. Price is $149.95. 

The American Bushmaster by Bench- 
made Knives has the distinctive Kukri 
styled blade based on the Pacific Cut- 
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lery Bushmaster knife, which is no 
longer available. The blade is 9% inches 
long with new false edge for better 
thrusting. There are thumb grooves on 
top of the blade for “indexing.” “Bird’s 
beak” shaped Kraton handle gives 
great control whether thrusting or 
chopping. Continuous cutting curve of 
the blade and “weight forward” design 
provides superior slashing and chop¬ 
ping qualities with less effort. Satin 
finished 400 series stainless steel blade, 
with Rockwell 54 hardness for dura¬ 
bility and easy field sharpening.

The Aviator is one of those unique 
knives from the Chris Reeve collection.

Crafted from a single bar of high 
carbon A2 steel, it has a 4-inch blade 
that is Vie-inch thick and is 8 inches 
long overall. Weight is 6.6 ounces and 
weight of the top quality leather belt 
sheath it is shipped with is 2.6 ounces. 
The blade is honed shaving sharp and 
the cutting edge is the only area not 
coated with Kal Gard. The guard is 
rounded to prevent chafing of thumb 
and first finger. A handle recess gives 
a firm grip when chopping or sawing. 
Full depth knurl of the handle gives 
excellent grip under all conditions. 
Neoprene “O” ring seal ensures that 
the cavity in the hollow handle remains 
air and water tight. The hexagonal 
aluminum cap provides a good grip 
when opening or closing. The butt can

Euzkadi Tk Askatasuna: 


Basque ETA 
Terrorism 

‘The ETA’s beginnings in 1959 were rooted in the 
Basque people’s desire to regain their autonomy and 
reap the economic benefits of their region’. . .

This is one of a senes of articles on terrorist 
groups and organizations and their supporters. This 
article deals only with individuals and groups 
involved in such activities and is not intended to 
reflect negatively on other individuals of the same 
ethnic/religious/national backgrounds — The 
editors. 

T HE Basque people and civiliza¬ 
tion have no known date of ori¬ 
gin. Like the Gypsies of Eastern Eur¬ 
ope, nobody really knows where they 
came from, or how they wound up in 
the four provinces of northern Spain 
called Guipuzcoa, Vizcaya, Navarra, 
and Alava — known to the Basques 
as South Euzkadi (Spanish Zone) and 
in southwestern France’s three pro¬ 
vinces of Labouro, Basse-Navarre. and 
Soule — known as North Euzkadi 
(French zone). 

All that is really known is that the 
Basques have inhabitied their ethnic 
enclave, w T hich includes and spreads to 
both sides of the Pyrenees mountain 
range, since recorded history. 

The Basques are different from the 
Spanish or the French. Euzkadi, trans¬ 
lated into “Basque Country,” is a na¬ 
tional-cultural community of some 
three million people with a unique 
ethnic, organizational and cultural 
orientation, with its own language, cus¬ 
toms, and way of life. Even the origin 
of its language is unknown. 

Living in relative isolation, the Bas¬ 
ques escaped Roman colonization and 
the subsequent Arab conquest. Neither 
the Latin language, Roman institu¬ 
tions, nor the Catholic religion imposed 
upon them. Even during the medieval 
period, when Europe was plunged into 


the Dark Ages, the Basques were able 
to maintain a practically independent 
nation, based on a form of primitive 
democracy based on village councils, 
and a farming and fishing economy. 

As feudalism spread over Spain, and 
as a wealthy elite was created from 
the plunder of the Aztec, Inca, and 
Mayan empires of the New World, the 
Basques remained relatively unaffected, 
clinging to their small farms and sim¬ 
ple way of life. 

With the growth and power of imper¬ 
ial Spain, the economic and political 
power was centralized in Madrid, but 
the Basques resisted this centralizing 


tendency, often with violence. By the 
end of the 19th Century, industrial 
development started to flourish in the 
Basque country, and Madrid’s power 
grew apace. In 1893, the Basque Na¬ 
tionalist Party, the PNV, was created 
to help retain and preserve the Euzkadi 
political, cultural, and linguistic auton¬ 
omy, in the face of Madrid’s creeping 
control. 

In the 1930s, Spain became a Repub¬ 
lic and the PNV allied itself with the 
new, but weak Spanish Republican 
government, because it granted Euz¬ 
kadi an autonomous status, allowing 
the Basques to have their own schools, 
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teach in their own language, and even 
fly their own national flag — along 
side of the Spanish Republic’s. 

This new found autonomy was short 
lived, however, during the civil war 
launched by General Francisco Franco. 
The Basque country suffered from the 
full onslaught of the war by Franco's 
Falangist forces, along with its Nazi 
and Italian Fascist allies. The cradle 
of Basque liberty, the city of Guernica 
with its historic Gernikako Arbola, 
(Tree of Guernica) where ancient Bas¬ 
que heros forged Basque freedoms, was 
the first in history to be terror-bombed 
from the air. . . and destroyed. 

During the Franco period, which 
lasted some 35 years, the gains that the 
Basques had made were wiped out and 
the Falangist secret police launched a 
vicious campaign of repression against 
the “traitorous” provinces of the north. 

Even under the repression of Franco, 
the Basques prospered economically. 
The Basque provinces held some of the 
most efficient industrial complexes in 
Spain, and Basque farming and fish¬ 
ing techniques were the most produc¬ 
tive in the country. 

Guerrilla Struggle — ETA’s begin 
nings in 1959, were rooted in the 
Basque people's desire to regain their 
autonomy and reap the economic bene¬ 
fits of their region — the richest in 
Spain. A great percentage of the Bas¬ 
que country’s wealth was siphoned off 
by Madrid, and redistributed to sub¬ 
sidize the poorer regions of the country. 

Rebellions broke out in the form of 
mining strikes in Bilbao in 1947 and 
1951. Basque resistance groups met 
across the border in the French Basque 
provinces, and subversive doctrines and 
ideologies were formulated to support 
revolution. 

In 1952, a group of young Basque 
students from the University of Deusto 
in Bilbao, long a hotbed of Basque 
nationalist agitation, met to form a 
more effective Basque resistance. Their 
ideas for a protracted guerrilla/terrorist 
struggle against the Madrid govern¬ 
ment found receptive ears within the 
PNV, and a clandestine resistance 
group known as the EGI. On July 31, 
1959, a new organization came into 
being, drawn from the extremist ele¬ 
ments of both the PNV and the EGI. 
It was the Euzkadi Ta Askatasuna. . . 
the ETA, the Basque Homeland and 
Liberty Liberation Movement. 

It wag no accident of fate that the 
ETA was formed in 1959 — or that it 
had Marxist leanings., The newly formed 
organization looked to Castro’s Cuba 


for inspiriation; a movement which 
achieved power through a guerrilla/ 
terrorist struggle in 1959. 

During the Spanish Civil War, the 
influence of the Soviet Union was very 
strong within the Spanish Republic and 
many Basque nationalists during the 
1930s were Marxists. When Premier 
Nikita Kruschev announced, in 1956, 
that the Soviet Union would support 
“Wars of National Liberation” any¬ 
where in the world, he had the Basques 
in mind. 

At the outset of its “War of Liber¬ 
ation,” the ETA aimed its terrorist vio¬ 



lence at the hated symbols of the 
Madr id government. In July, 1961, the 
ETA attempted to derail a number of 
trains en route to San Sebastian. The 
trains were carrying Franco supporters 
to festivals commemorating the mili¬ 
tary uprising which started the civil 
war. The plots were foiled, and dozens 
of ETA fighters were rounded up, tor¬ 
tured, and executed. Once again, the 
ETA leaders fled across the Pyrenees 
to the French Basque provinces for 
sanctuary. 

The ETA went through an identity 
crisis at this time, and a redefinition 
of its goals. They had been greatly 
influenced by the great communist 
revolutions of Vietnam and China. 
Jose’ Echevarrieta, one of the founders 
of the ETA, absorbed the works of Mao 
Tse-Tung and the necessity for armed 
struggle against “imperialism.” Many 
of the Maoist guerrilla warfare con¬ 
cepts which he learned, were incor¬ 
porated in the Basque guerrilla warfare 
manual, Insurrecion en Euzkadi , 
although it was modified to fit Basque 


realities — towards urban terrorism 
rather than a classical, guerrilla strug¬ 
gle in the rural areas. 

Tb further define the Basque strug¬ 
gle, Echevarrieta and other Basque 
ideologues probed the Basque militant 
heritage of the ancients to bolster the 
faltering ETA. In one Basque ETA 
propaganda broadside, it was stressed: 

“For the ancient Basque militant 
Gudari (irregular soldier) intent on 
waging revolutionary warfare, far from 
being ignoble, to decieve, to force, and 
to kill is essential. We are intransigent 
so far as our ideas, our truths, and our 
goals are concerned. The targets from 
which we will choose, amount to thou¬ 
sands. Tb us is reserved the luxury of 
attacking when and where we want. 
In the moment of attack, through con¬ 
centrating our forces, we shall be 
stronger and more numerous than the 
enemy. The form is, to charge like a 
bull, to defend like a boar, and to flee 
like a wolf.” 

The ETA leadership saw the need to 
gain the support of the Basque popu¬ 
lation, not only by appealing to the 
Basque guerrilla tradition, but by 
appearing to be fighting for correct 
ideals and for their independence. 

ETA Growth — The early 1960s was 
a time of tremendous growth for the 
ETA, and a sense of overconfidence 
began to characterize many of their 
operations. In 1964, the Maoists within 
the movement took control of the Bas¬ 
que Nationalist Party. At this juncture, 
the ETA ceased to represent the pure 
interests of Basque nationalism and 
many Basques were beginning to see 
them more as anti-imperialists/anti- 
capitaiists than as Basque Freedom 
fighters. A terroristic communist ele¬ 
ment within both the ETA and the 
PNV was gaining ground, which favor¬ 
ed a form of “revolutionary national¬ 
ism” which would be tied into, and 
part of a general struggle of Third 
World nations, rather than strictly a 
Basque struggle. 

The ETA was propelled into inter¬ 
national infamy in 1973 with the assas¬ 
sination of Garrero Blanco, the nomin¬ 
ated prime minister of Spain, and the 
heir apparent to the sick and aging 
Franco. Carrero Blanco was commit¬ 
ted to the ruthless elimination of the 
Basque insurgency. . . and at the time, 
had the support of most of the Spanish 
people. 

The ETA had made several attempts 
to kidnap or assassinate him, but his 
bodyguards were too vigilant, and too 
well armed. 
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In December of 1973, an ETA intel¬ 
ligence cell slipped into Madrid and 
ran a surveillance on Blanco. The weak 
link in Blancos personal protection 
plan was that he was a man of predic¬ 
table habits. He attended Mass every¬ 
day in the same church... at the same 
time, and took the same route to get 
there. After the intelligence on Blanco 
was evaluated, an ETA operational cell 
rented a small apartment behind the 
church. They dug a tunnel from the 
apartment to the mid-point underneath 
the road. It turned out to be a her¬ 
culean engineering task, as they had 
to bring in heavy timbers for support 
to prevent the road from collapsing or 
sagging as heavy vehicles drove over it. 

The ETA cell then packed eighty kilos 
of industrial explosives in the tunnel 
— a slight case of overkill — and then 
ran wires out of the apartment win¬ 
dow to a point down the street where 
the ETA could detonate the charge by 
electronic signal. 

On December 20,1973, Carrero Blan¬ 
co’s car drove over the point in the 
street where the explosives were hid¬ 
den., The resulting explosion rocketed 
Blanco’s heavy, armored limousine spec¬ 
tacularly over a five-story building 
where it landed on a balcony on the 
second floor of a courtyard. Cynical 
Spaniards refer to Carrero Blanco as 
“Spain’s first astronaut.” Blanco and 
his body guards were killed instantly. 

Now, the ETA was big news. The 
assassins found refuge in France, and 
the media was manipulated into an¬ 
nouncing ETA’s new offensive against 
the tail end of the Franco regime. The 
old dictator was on his death bed, and 
Tupamaro terrorists from Uruguay, and 
Argentin e Monteneros were joining the 
Basques for the kill. The ETA had 
learned a great deal from their South 
American counterparts, especially in 
the use of explosives. The assassina¬ 
tion of Blanco was the first time that 
the Prime Minister of any European 
nation had been murdered since World 
War II. 

In 1975, Franco died, and a legally 
recognized arm of the ETA was organ¬ 
ized. The political situation in Spain 
was changing with Juan Carlos, the 
young king, who replaced Franco. He 
pursued a gradualist approach to bring¬ 
ing democracy to Spain. It was hoped 
that Basque violence would now cease, 
but it persisted instead. 
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In 1978, the moderate Basque na¬ 
tionalists realized most of their goals 
when the Statute of Autonomy was 
passed. The Basques were granted 
their own police force; were given the 
power to raise and spend taxes, and 
the smothering centralizing tendencies 
of Madrid were loosened. The Basque 
provinces were, for all practical pur¬ 
poses, a seperate nation. This did not 
satisfy the Basque extremists, how¬ 
ever, who now saw the ETA fight as 
part of a much larger global struggle 
against world-wide imperialism. 

It was at this point that the ETA 
split into two factions; the ETA-Militar, 


which is totally committed to violence, 
terrorism, and bloodshed, and the ETA- 
Politico-Militar, which seeks political 
solutions, although the political wing 
still condones violence if it furthers 
its ends. 

International Links — When the ETA 
first began its operations, it had aimed 
its violence primarily at political, mili¬ 
tary, and police targets. As their cam¬ 
paign grew, so did the need for money, 
and so kidnapping for ransom became 
stock-in-trade for the ETA, Extortion 
became even more widespread, and a 
“revolutionary tax” was imposed on 
















Basque businessmen, industrialists, 
and even the less wealthy. Those who 
refused to pay this protection money, 
were labled as traitors to the Bas¬ 
que nation and were punished by beat¬ 
ings, boycotts, and even execution-style 
murders. 

The ETA has forged links with other 
terrorist groups outside of Spain, such 
as the PLO, Tupamoros, the Red Resis¬ 
tance Front in Holland, the Italian 
Red Brigades, and especially the Irish 
Republican Army. ETA terrorists have 
been reported to have received train¬ 
ing in South Yemem, Algeria, Libya, 
Cuba, and have been observed fight¬ 
ing with the Sandinista government 
forces in Nicaragua. 

The ETA strategy has been to pro¬ 
voke Spain's military and security 
forces, still heavily Francoist, into a 
coup de'etat to overthrow the weak 
democracy of King Juan Carlos. Each 
ETA outrage, whether it was a spec¬ 
tacular bombing, an assassination, or 
an attack on the Policia Nacional or 
the Guardia Civil, was designed to push 
the military closer to a coup. It almost 
worked. In 1981, Colonel Tfejero de 
Molino, led his Guardia Civil unit into 
Spain's congress, the Cortez, and tried 
to overthrow the government. Happily, 
for Spanish democracy, the coup attempt 
was not supported by the Spanish 
armed forces. 

More recently, the rhetoric of the ETA 
has become stridently anti-NATO, and 
their slogans of “Yankee Go Home,” 
have been found painted on the walls 
and the sides of buildings near Ameri¬ 
can naval and air bases in Spain. 
American facilities and military per¬ 
sonnel have been attacked in the coun¬ 
try, and the overt ETA political party 
and front group, the Herri Batasuna, 
has joined other leftwing parties calling 
for Spain's withdrawl from NATO and 
the removal of all American military 
forces from Spain. 

The ETA has joined forces with other 
Spanish terrorist groups such as the 
Marxist Grupa de Resistencia Anti- 
Fascista Primo Octobre (GRAPO) and 
the Autonomous Anti-Capitalist Com¬ 
mand, in attacks on Spanish military 
and NATO targets. 

The ETA enjoyed the best of two 
worlds in its assault on Spanish demo¬ 
cracy. The government’s reaction was 
often sluggish and vacillating, and the 
ETA terrorists enjoyed sanctuary and 

immunity in France. When the ETA 

started to agitate among French Bas¬ 
ques, the French government denied 
them santuary. The ETA then, fool¬ 
ishly, launched a campaign of terror 


in the French Basque provinces. 

The French crackdown on the ETA 
coincided with the formation of a crack 
counter-terrorist force in Spain, the 
Special Operations Group (GEO) of the 
National Police. GEO recruits are 
young men, drawn from the ranks of 
the Spanish Army and the Guardia 
Civil, untainted by the past of Franco 
Fascism. 

The GEO has scored some notable 
successes against the ETA, in fact, the 
Madrid Commando of the ETA was all 
but destroyed by GEO attacks. This has 
caused the ETA to increase its oper¬ 
ations in other parts of Spain, such as 
Catalonia and Barcelona. ETA cells 
have attacked targets in these areas 
as well as the busy resort of Lloret 
del Mar on the Costa Brava, one of 
Europe's favorite playgrounds. The ETA 
has threatened to ruin Spain’s tourist 
industry through indiscriminate attacks 
on visitors to resort facilities. 

The summer of 1992 might be a long, 
hot summer if ETA threats hold true. 
The city of Barcelona has been selected 
as the site of the Olympic Games for 
that year, and the ETA has threatened 
a storm of “blood and fire” to disrupt 
the games. Tb emphasize their announce¬ 
ment, an ETA bomb exploded in an 
underground parking area at a super¬ 
market in San Andrea, a drab work¬ 
ingman's suburb of Barcelona. The car¬ 
nage was dreadful: 20 dead and dozens 
wounded. 

This senseless attack seems to have 
been a turning point in the fortunes 
of the ETA. Spanish and French govern¬ 
ment cooperation against the ETA grew 
stronger and better co-ordinated. The 
Basque population seems to have lost 
interest in the ideological arguments 
of the ETA since the reforms of Juan 
Carlos have basically given them every¬ 
thing they’ve wanted from Madrid. The 
Basque people have discovered that 
things can be achieved democratically 
through the liberalized democratic 
government, not through violence. 

The ETA has evolved from a fledg¬ 
ling group of revolutionary freedom 
fighters to a notorious group of Marxist 
terrorists. The Basques are caught 
between the fear of acting against the 
ETA, and the moral dilemma of condon¬ 
ing ETA’s violence. The people are no 
longer under an oppresive government. 
Knowing this, the ETA has become just 
another leftist terrorist group fighting 

against that abstract enemy known as 

“western imperialism.” 

But to the Soviet Union, the ETA is 
another arrow in its quiver to destabi¬ 
lize a valuable NATO ally. •

Is My Phone Tapped?

VERY day we are asked this 
question by people who are con¬ 
cerned with keeping their business, 
particularly their phone conversations, 
private. 

When someone asks, “How do I know 
if my phone is tapped?” they are of¬ 
ten looking for a simple answer, or a 
magic box that will tell them if the 
phone is or isn’t tapped., In recent 
years there have been a number of 
inexpensive devices that have claimed 
to tell you with a red or green light 
if your phone is tapped. They offer 
only a false sense of security as they 
are easily defeated, if in fact they even 
work at all. (We will explain how these 
devices work later.) 

In reality phone security isn’t quite 
so simple T 1 ere are numerous ways 
a phone can be ’’tapped” or “bugged.” 
lb insure phone security one must pro¬ 
vide countermeasures to each perceived 
threat. 

There are two primary ways of inter¬ 
cepting telephone conversations. The 
first is to “tap” the telephone line. 
This is usually a hard wire tap into 
the phone line anywhere from your 
phone instrument to the central office. 

It would either be monitored in “real- 
time” by those performing the surveil¬ 
lance, or by automatically recording 
both sides of the conversation every- 
time the phone is picked up, using a 
tape recorder auto switch such as the 
one we offer. 

The second primary way would be to 
“bug” the phone. This refers to plac¬ 
ing a transmitter in the phone instru¬ 
ment or on the line. A transmitter 
sends a radio frequency (R.F.) signal 
to a receiver at a listening post where 
it can be monitored and recorded. If 
properly placed, this type of “bug” will 
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transmit both sides of the conversa¬ 
tion for a distance of several hundred 
feet up to several miles depending on 
the type of device used. Even farther 
distances can be achieved by using 
repeaters. 

There are of course a number of 
other ways that your phone conver¬ 
sation can be compromised; however, 
most are quite limited in their actual 
application. 

lb determine if your phone is tapped 
requires properly checking for the pre¬ 
sence of any of the aforementioned de¬ 
vices. This can be accomplished several 
ways: 

(A) Hire a competent technical coun¬ 
ter surveillance team to sweep your 
existing phone lines. (Executive Pro¬ 
tection Products offers this service.) 

(B) Acquire the appropriate tools and 
knowledge to sweep lines. (We provide 
complete countermeasure systems and 
training.) 

(C) Install a new, “clean” line and 
immediately secure with protective 
devices. 

Note: After a line is declared “clean” 
by an in-house or contract sweep, the 
line must be secured immediately or 
you are again vulnerable to attack and 
your effort and expense will have been 
wasted. 

lb secure a clean line has always 
been difficult, and as we noted earlier, 
there have been a number of cheap 
“tap detectors” sold that claim to warn 
you if someone is listening. Most work 
on the principle of voltage drop. If for 
example someone picks up an exten¬ 
sion phone, the voltage on the line 
drops, which sets off a warning light 
or other signal. They generally are not 
sensitive enough to pick up a real 
threat such as a “tap” or “bug” on the 
line. And they can easily be defeated 
just by unscrewing and removing the 
carbon micorphone in the telephone 
hand set of an extension phone before 
picking it up to listen. Using this type 
of device may compromise your con¬ 
versations. We do not recommend this 
type of unit. 

In determining what type of device 
or devices to use in securing a line, a 
number of factors must be considered. 
First, what is the level of perceived 
threat? For example, is the concern on 
a local, regional or national level? 
What level of technology do they have 



available? What are their financial 
resources? For how long a time must 
the information be protected? (Infor¬ 
mation that was classified 10 years 

ago is now available at the library.) 

Once you have determined the level 
of threat, then you must look at the 
equipment available to meet or exceed 
the proposed threat level. We caution 
here that there is no device made by 
man that can’t be beaten by man 
given enough time and money. 

On any line that has been deter¬ 
mined “clean” we highly recommend 
that a new device called the “Evalu¬ 
ator” be installed. Unlike the other 
devices, the “Evaluator” is a micro¬ 
processor which takes a “fingerprint” 
of the voltage, resistance and capaci¬ 
tance of your individual line and tel¬ 
ephone and stores it in memory. The 
computer then performs checks 24 
hours a day, comparing the values 
stored in memory against current 
conditions. 

If for any reason there is a minute 
change (such as in the case of a phone 
“tap” or “bug”), the “Evaluator” will 
respond with an L.E.D. readout in the 
form of a letter or number, which re¬ 
fers to the type of device present or 
problematic condition. It protects the 
line between you and the central office 
of the phone company.

lb protect both sides of a conversa¬ 
tion from one end to another, includ¬ 
ing any operators or intercepts in- 
between, one must consider “scram¬ 
bling.” This is accomplished by utiliz¬ 
ing a “scrambler” at both ends of the 
conversation. A scrambler breaks up 
the conversation into an encrypted 
form which is then instantly decoded 
at the other end of the conversation 
by a matching scrambler into clear, 
normal speech. 

Scramblers are available in various 
levels of security, ranging from simple 
speech inversion to digital analog sys¬ 
tems with complex code variations. We 
offer a complete line of scramblers to 
fit your needs. 

As explained earlier, there are a 
number of different ways of intercept¬ 
ing telephone conversations, and we 
have only briefly covered two of the 
most common.

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Stoeger Industries: 

Valmet M76 Rifle 


This Finnish-made AK take off in 7.62 x 51mm NATO caliber is a fine weapon, 
but the magazines have a serious design flaw. ..

V ALMET’S M76 semiautomatic 
assault rifle in 7.62 x 51mm 
NATO (.308 Win.) caliber is based on 
its famous military rifle. 

The M76, new on the U.S. market, 
is the latest of a series of modified 
versions of the Soviet AK-47 and AKM 
rifles and also has similarities to the 
Israeli Galil weapons. The M76 is also 
manufactured in .223 Remington and 
7.62 x 39 mm (Russian) calibers. The 

gas-operated M76 is built to withstand 

rough handling and high firing loads 
in all types of climate and terrain. 

But a weakness in the magazines 
shipped with the rifles may result in 


malfunction. Stoeger Industries of 
South Hackensack, New Jersey, im¬ 
ports the M76, available in .308 and 
.223 calibers, from the Finnish state 
arms factory SAKO-Valmet. 

The folding steel butt stock model 
we shot has an ABS-type fore end and 
pistol grip. It also has a machined 
steel receiver for greater strength, 
reliability and accuracy. Another dis¬ 
tinction of our test M76 was a larger, 

heavier bolt than the bolts of its AK 

and Galil cousins, a safety plus when 
you consider the greater pressure gen¬ 
erated by the 7.62 x 51 mm NATO 
cartridge. 


The rifle has a post front sight with 
a tunnel guard which helps align 
sights and prevents glare. The post is 
adjustable for windage with two adjust¬ 
ing screws. And there is a built-in flip- 
up tritium painted front post sight for 
night shooting. The rear sight is a con¬ 
ventional leaf sight with adjustments 
to 600 meters with a rearmost stop for 
the 150-meter range. The leaf sight 
has a peep sight blade adjustable for 

elevation. When the leaf is turned for- 

ward 180 degrees, the rear night sight 
with two tritium luminous spots be¬ 
comes visible. The night sight position 
is separately adjustable for height with 
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Valmet M76 Rifle

an adjusting screw. 

There is a prong-type flash suppres¬ 
sor with bayonet socket attached to the 
muzzle. Valmet makes and sells a bayo¬ 
net and other accessories for the M76. 
It is shipped with cleaning gear and 
5-round magazine. We also used it with 
an optional 20-round magazine. After 
firing more than 100 rounds of Por¬ 
tuguese military ball 7.62 NATO am¬ 
munition through the rifle dimples in 
the front walls of both magazines were 
discovered. This was apparently caused 
by the recoil slamming the cartridges 
into the front wall of the magazines. 
Instead of the usual thick or double 
sheets of steel in 7.62 NATO maga¬ 
zines, the Valmet magazines are only 
one sheet of thin steel. At least one 
arms dealer we discussed the matter 
with expressed concern that this weak 
construction of the forward wall of the 
magazine might lead to an eventual 
punching through the wall by the 
bullet tips due to the strong recoil 
produced by firing the weapon. That 
could mean a malfunction, damage to 
the rifle and even injury to the shooter. 

Our test M76 came to us without 
any adjustments after leaving the fac¬ 
tory and we used it out of the box 
without making any sight or other 
adjustments ourselves. In firing more 
than 100 rounds of Portuguese mili 



tary ball ammunition in the rifle we 
never experienced any malfunctions. 
Standard military full metal jacketed 
ammunition is the only ammo recom¬ 
mended for use in this weapon and 
use of any other type ammunition, 
including handloaded stuff, voids the 
warranty. 

Four of us handled the M76 and shot 
it. We found it was not quite zeroed 
for the test shooting range of about 
50 yards but we could easily tell the 
rifle is consistently accurate. The bar¬ 
rel got hot during shooting and this 



may also have affected accuracy. 

The empty brass is flung out of the 
ejection port in such a way that it 
hits against the receiver cover just 
to the rear of the ejection port before 
bouncing away into the dirt nearby. 
The brass marks on the cover can be 
removed with cleaning solvent. Ter¬ 
ritorial Armory (4455 S. Park, Suite 
106, Tucson, AZ 85714; 602-741-2333) 
sells a brass buffer ($19.95) which clips 
onto the receiver cover that will pro¬ 
tect the brass for reloading and pre¬ 
vent brass marks on the cover. 
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The rear sight is an aperture leaf sight 
adjustable for elevation and distance to 600 
meters. Turning the entire rear sight 180 
degrees forward exposes two tritium spots for a 
rear night sight.

Recoil is noticeable but not a hin¬ 
drance in firing the gas-operated M76, 
which does a pretty good job of reduc¬ 
ing the kick of the .308 round. 

Our impression of the M76 is that 
it’s a powerful, rugged, reliable weapon 
except for the weakness of the maga¬ 


zines. While the weakness of the for¬ 
ward wall of the magazines is a poten¬ 
tially serious problem, it should not 
be difficult for the manufacturer to cor¬ 
rect. Aside from the design of its maga¬ 
zines, this is surely one of the best 
para military rifles on the market. •

Tiger Stripes. This pattern was origi¬ 
nally conceived for use by U.S. Special 
Forces and Navy SEALS. Its broad 
stripes of green and brown break up 
human outline better than the Viet 
Nam/Woodland pattern because of the 
size of each in the pattern. It also 
blends with fall, forested terrain as 
half the pattern is a medium brown, 
the color of bark and leafless branches. 
It is an extremely popular pattern with 
bowhunters. 

Day Desert. Because of the possibil¬ 
ity of armed conflict in the Middle 
East, the Army created the Rapid De¬ 
ployment Force to respond to it. As 
this area of the world is mostly desert, 
the Day Desert pattern was developed 
by the Army to blend with sand, rock, 
and dry vegetation. Many areas of the 
Southwest United States have similar 
terrain, as well as arid brushlands. 
This pattern blends extremely well 
with dry foliage and scrub brush. It 
has gained popularity since its release 
by civilian manufacturers and is as 
readily available as the other patterns 
mentioned here. 

Urban Camouflage. Recently intro¬ 
duced by Kaufmans West, this pattern 
is identical to the Viet Nam/Woodland 
pattern except for the colors. Instead 
of shades of green, this pattern’s colors 
are grey, black and white. 

I must point out before I continue 
that I’m not on the Kaufman’s payroll. 
These Battle Dress Utilities, (BDUs) 
are on loan only, therefore I am free 
to solicit the opinions of others as well 
as voice my own. 

Somewhat perplexed at the choice of 
colors, I took a set of these BDUs into 
the small town of Lemoore, California, 
where I’m currently stationed. They 
match neither the shrubs and vege¬ 
tation, nor the slat fences, stucco, alu¬ 
minum siding, or brickwork in any of 
the neighborhoods. I showed a set 
of these BDUs to law enforcement 
agencies in the area. Most officers 
merely looked at me, (is he serious?), 
some scratched their heads, one officer 
commented that they “. . . stood out 
like a moose in a Kansas wheat stub¬ 
ble field.” 

Though unsuited to an urban en¬ 
vironment, I must give Kaufman’s West 
credit. They have, without realizing it, 
created one of the most effective snow 


country camouflage patterns on the 
market. Not really meant for open 
snowfields, where only solid white 
garments offer any concealment, this 
pattern is most effective against par¬ 
tially snow covered rocks or snowy 
woodlands. As can be seen in the pho¬ 
tographs, rock or wooded areas in snow 
country create a patchwork of mottled 
grey brown, and white that the Urban 
pattern blends well with. The white 
knit cap in the accompanying photo 
is not made by Kaufman’s West. I 
bought it at a local K-Mart for 98 
cents and used a can of black spray 
paint to put a few squiggle lines on 
it to break up the outline. 

Black. Those who don’t think that 
solid black is an effective daylight 
camouflage pattern have never read 
the accounts of the men who fought 
the Viet Cong in Southeast Asia. 
Black pajama-type garments were their 
uniform of preference, though it made 
these formidable guerilla fighters 
highly visible in civilian areas. The 
black uniforms were most effective in 
the dense rain forests and river delta 
areas. Still, there are areas similar 
to that in this country. 

There are also certain psychological 
advantages to the use of a solid black 
uniform. Imagine the mental shock to 
an adversary when a black apparition, 
armed to the teeth, suddenly rises out 
of shadows in front of him. Or the ten¬ 
dency of the human mind to dismiss 
from thought the shadow that moves 
in the corner of the eye when other 
shadows also shift with the night 
breeze. 

Black is also used by police SWAT 
teams. The mere arrival on the scene 
of these black clad, well trained, and 
well armed officers has prompted more 
than a few barricaded criminals to sur¬ 
render peacefully. 

Head Concealment — As important 
as breaking up the body’s outline is 
the need to cover the hair and exposed 
skin. Be you fair or dark, the head is 
the most easily recognizable part of 
the human body because of its distinc¬ 
tive shape. The same goes for the face 
with its familiar pattern of light and 
shadow areas. An uncovered face shines 
out from surrounding foliage and can 
be seen for considerable distances. 


One of the easiest ways to break up 
both the shine of the face and the shape 
of the head is to wear a loose fitting 
mesh head net. While useful in bug 
infested areas, some find it uncomfort¬ 
able to wear. An alternative is camo 
face paint laden with insect repellent 
and a floppy jungle “boonie” hat. 

The key to effective face camouflage 
is to reverse the normal pattern of 
highlights and shadow. The forehead, 
nose, cheekbones, and the chin are the 
normal light toned areas of the face. 
A dark brown or loam colored face 
paint is applied to these areas. The 
eye sockets, (including the eyelids), hol¬ 
lows of the cheeks, and under the chin 
are the normally shaded areas. Here, 
you would apply a light green face 
paint, (or white in snow country). 
Ears, throat, and neck also need to be 
painted so they don’t stand out against 
the background. Dark face paint works 
best here. 

An alternative to face paints is the 
age old Halloween standby, the end of 
a burnt cork. A ground up charcoal 
briquette works well, and is a little 
easier to wash off. 

Exposed skin on the hands and fore¬ 
arms, visible under hot and arid con¬ 
ditions, can be covered easily by the 
dark face paints or gloves in cold 
weather. 

It’s important to remember that 
camouflage clothing is only an aid. It 
is not a cloak of invisibility. Any camo 
pattern is much more effective when 
used in conjunction with natural foli¬ 
age and cover. A camouflaged hunter 
or scout peering through light brush, 
timber, or rocks has a much better 
chance of escaping detection than he 
who sits or stands directly in front of 
such concealment. 

Equally important is the background 
you place yourself in front of. All the 
camouflage clothing in the world won’t 
help you if you “skyline” yourself. This 
means standing or sitting on ridgetops, 
sitting in the shade of a tree with a 
bright patch of sunlit vegetation behind 
you, or light colored camo clothing 
against a dark background. 

Pay attention to your background at 
all times and use natural cover when¬ 
ever possible. It’s the little things that 
get you. •

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HK 91 Bear Hunt 



The terrain where the author hunted is arid and semi-arid. Water is often scarce. 


That in essence is why my guide Mike 
Mell and I were there. This unusual 
environment in Ar izona’s San Carlos 
and White Mountain Apache reserva¬ 
tions is home to what is probably the 
largest group of Boone and Crockett 
bear anywhere in North America. In 
most bear country if times are hard 
and food is scarce there is nowhere to 
get a meal.. Not so in this country. All 
the bear has to do in this strangely 
beautiful land is travel up or down in 
altitude. In some cases just look 
for another food source. In dry years 
prickly pear and century plant are 
available. Five different oak trees 
always supply at least one variety of 
acorn. Cedar berries, pinon nuts, man- 
zanita berries abound, not to mention 
an abundant supply of insects, carrion 
and other bear favorites. 

Mike had told me he had seen as 
many as 35 different bear in one day. 
I listened while Mike told me of a 
hunter he had taken who had missed 
a big cinnamon. The bear was called 
grizzly since it had a large hump at 
the shoulder Three years later Mike 
took the hunter out again and they 
shot the same bear only now he was 
3 years bigger. 

Bear are able to feed longer in the 
warmer climates of Arizona. Hiberna¬ 
tion is shortened and delayed, accord¬ 
ing to Joe Jojola, a native American 
biologist for the White Mountain tribe. 
Joe told me he had seen bear many 
times feeding around the Salt River 
during the middle of the hibernation 
season. More time to feed means the 
bear grow larger. 

Another acquaintance is Dr. Fred 
Peters who lives in my home town. 
Fred has run bear for years with his 
fine string of dogs on the White Moun¬ 
tain Aipache Reservation. Fred believes 
that for bear to grow large they need 
abundant food and time to grow as well 
as the necessary genetic makeup. 

This area in Arizona seems to have 
an abundant supply of large-headed 
bears with longer than normal noses. 
I have seen many medium-size bears 
taken on the reservations with huge 
heads. Fred thinks that the biggest 
bear in the world might not reside in 
Arizona but that per capita, Arizona 
and in particular these two Apache 
reservations have more than their fair 
share of large bruins. 

The reservations have very rugged 


terrain and guides are required to 
hunt bear, so hunting pressure is lower 
than most areas. 

I was glad I was hunting bear here 
where nature and man had teamed up 
to make an ideal trophy bear habitat. 
The question was, would Mike and I 
be lucky and skilled enough to take 
advantage of this Apache bear paradise? 

The truck stopped and Mike, Gary 
(an assistant guide) and I started a 
mile walk to the bait. A swirling wind 
was evident and Mike and Gary both 
muttered oaths under their breaths 
for just a whiff of human scent is 
enough to get a bear to run into the 
next county. We crept to our stand 
some 125 yards from the bait. 

HK 91 — 1 propped my HK 91 against 
my leg. I was glad for the sturdy .308. 
The HK 91 is not your everyday hunt¬ 
ing rifle to most people, but that is 
changing as more and more Americans 
come to appreciate its ruggedness and 
some of its unique features that can 
be adapted to hunting. 

The 91 is the civilian derivative of 
the G-3 battle rifle with which some 
48 or so free nations arm their armed 
forces. It will function under any con¬ 
ditions and it can take a bootin’ and 
keep on shootin’. 

What is really nice is the fact that 
you can use a bipod if you have the 


opportunity, and the scope (and scope 
mount) can be taken off during a rough 
stalk for protection and then put back 
on to its original zero when it is needed 
again. This had come in might handy 
on a recent desert sheep hunt. The 
.308 round is plenty big for black bear 
and follow up shots if needed come 
very quickly in the semiauto format. 

We unlimbered our binoculars and 
began to tear the country up with our 
eyes. As we strained to see far away 
a bruin appeared in front of us as if 
Scotty had just beamed him down. He 
was the red color so often seen in a 
Hereford steer. Mike let me know that 
this bear was too small for me! “He’ll 
only go 325 lbs.,” he whispered. Feel¬ 
ing like a prospector who has just 
emptied his pan of gold dust back into 
the river because his buddy has told 
him the stream is full of nuggets, I 
watched as that beautiful brown red 
bear suddenly exited the bait site with 
unwarranted haste. All of us felt he 
had winded us in the swirling breeze. 

Mike had seen a nice blonde bear 
in the area several times and having 
admired blondes all my life I was hope ¬ 
ful that our blonde would make an 
appearance. Alas, as if the hunt was 
taken from the book of my love life, 
the blonde never made an entrance 
and once again as so many times be¬ 
fore I was jilted. 

We were watching a coyote catch a 
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mouse when Mike suddenly steam 
plant whispered to me, “Look at the 
size of him!” At the bait was a huge 
raven colored bear. So black he shim¬ 
mered an electric blue in the dancing 
evening sun. Whereas, the first bear 
had seemed like a happy Boo Boo type 
this handsome character made me feel 
like I was a quarterback and he played 
the line for Chicago. Once again Mike 
whispered, “I know it’s not the blonde 
but this bear is over 400 lbs. and he 
might crack 500 lbs. in the fall.” I 
suddenly realized why the red bear 
had earlier fled so quickly. He had 
smelled the big bear coming to eat, 
and I knew that boar black bear do 
not tolerate each other real well and 
will fight to the death sometimes. 

I lifted the HK 91 and got into the 
only shooting position I could manage 
on the hillside (sitting) and at the 
range of only 100 to 125 yards promptly 
shot the bear in his right front leg, in 
the meaty part. I had never before or 
after missed such an easy shot on a 
game animal. Mike looked at me as 
if I had just had an attack of gas at 
a funeral. The big blackie went com¬ 
pletely cracker dog! He disappeared 
into a cedar thicket just as I fired 
again. The second shot has been rushed 
and again I missed, this time cleanly. 
As the bear roared through the thicket 
I could see 4-inch cedar limbs being 
ripped off of trees and hurled into the 
air. I knew by tracking debris that I 
would get one more chance at the big 
guy. I steadied and waited for him to 
emerge and he did at full speed. As 
the bear approached 150 to 175 yards 
I shot again and this time the jinx 
was broken and the prettiest bruin I 
had ever seen fell and rolled down the 
side of a ravine shot through the back 
of the neck. As the echos from the 91 
slowed their reverberation a silence 
descended on the little canyon. The 
white hot flame that burns in your 
mind after a successful hunt surged 
and at the same time I felt the haunt¬ 


ing sorrow in my heart at the death 
of the beautiful beast before me in 
the ravine. 

The bear was 6 feet, 4 inches from 
tip of the tail to nose tip and had a 
52-inch girth. Weight was figured at 
410 to 425 lbs. This was just after the 
hibernation. His pelt was thick and 
unrubbed. Mike felt that it was one of 
the best hides he had ever helped take. 
This is the real bonus of a spring bear 
hunt. Not only can you bait the bear 
easier but the pelts are often com¬ 
pletely unrubbed. Not true in the fall! 
Fall hunts do generally net the hunter 
a larger bear however, at least in 
Arizona. 


Hunt Changes — Bear hunting in 
Arizona is changing. Soon only the 
reservations will have spring hunts 
and who knows how long that will 
continue. Research by game biologists 
such as A1 LeCount with Arizona Game 
and Fish will probably show that fewer 
tags should be issued. This will put a 
dent into some trophy hunter’s plans 
of course but true sportsman want what 
is best for the bears. 

Al’s book Black Bear Field Guide , 
a manager’s manual, is must reading 
for the serious student of black bear 
and it is available from Arizona Game 
and Fish. 

The time to hunt black bear on Ari¬ 
zona’s two good bear-bearing Apache 
reservations is now and a tag is only 
$100, but you must use a guide. A 
good guide can run from $1,500 to 
$2,700. If you use Mike Mell you will 
probably have only one complaint as 
I did. The hunt is too short. I had a 
record book bear two hours after exit¬ 
ing the pickup truck on my first day 
hunting! Mike gets the job done. 

Though somewhat embarrassing, this 
story would not be complete without 
revealing my last thoughts and actions 
as I stayed with the bear and Mike 
went with Gary to see how far we 


would have to pack the bear out and 
how close we could get the truck to 
the bear’s location. 

I was still somewhat upset at having 
missed the quick kill at 125 yards. 
Remembering Indian beliefs about the 
bear, I thought that since it was an 
Apache bear, perhaps an old Indian 
spirit had protected him. Tb this day 
Apache will not kill bear or even touch 
a road kill. Goose bumps popped out 
on my skin though it was not cold. 
So I, like so many native American 
hunters before me, bent over the bear’s 
ear and whispered an apology for tak¬ 
ing his life. What did I say? Well, 
that’s between me and that big Apache 
bear. • 

WHO TO HUNT WITH 

f F you wish to hunt black bear in Ari- 
f zona or on either of the good bear bear¬ 
ing reservations or any of the other spe¬ 
cies in Arizona's Big Ten, including Big¬ 
horn sheep (either species) contact Mike 
Mell of Ramrider Guides and Outfitters, 
4500 West Johnson Dr., Showlow, AZ, 
85901. Mike hunts both spring and fall 
bear. Larger bear are easier to find in the 
fall but often their coats are rubbed. Black 
bear are more unpredictable in the spring 
but have better coats and are prime for 
that bear rug you've always wanted. I 
hunted with Mike in the spring and took 
a large trophy bear with one of the finest 
coats even Mike had seen. Mike estimated 
that my bear would have weighted approx¬ 
imately 500 lbs. in the fall, when fat and 
ready for the hibernation. If you wish to 
hunt with hounds contact the reservations 
for a list of licensed guides who use them. 

must have a guide to hunt bear on 
the reservations. For details: 

For off reservation hunts contact Ari¬

For off reservation bear hunts a tag will 
set you back $50.50 in the fall for non 
residents. On the White Mountain Apache 
reservation the cost is $100 for a tag 
plus guide service. Contact the San Carlos 
reservation for permit costs and other per¬ 
tinent information. Seasons in Arizona off 
the reservation start on September 4 with 
many hunt units open to the middle of 
October. Several hunts start September 25 
and last till the 1st day of December. The 
seasons on the reservations generally start 
in September and last till the end of May. 
Arizona bear populations are being studied 
and if a decline is noted, the state will 
probably go to a drawing-type permit 
system.

The Sterling Company, which manu¬ 
factured the De lisle silent carbine 
during WWII, also makes the Mark 

5 silenced 9mm SMG (L34A1) in ser¬ 
vice with British and other armed 
forces, as well as the Mk 6 Carbine, 
Mk 7 Para Pistol and Mk 8 Carbine. 
Designed primarily to meet the de¬ 
mand of U.S. civilian enthusiasts, the 
Mk 6 is identical in appearance to the 
Sterling Submachine Gun Mk 4 except 
the barrel has been lengthened to con¬ 
form with U.S. regulations and the Mk 

6 is capable of semiautomatic fire only, 
It operates by blowback and has a 
floating firing pin. The Mk 8 is the 
same weapon as the Mk 6 except for 
a shorter barrel and mounts for a 
scope. 

The Sterling Para Pistol Mark 7 is 
a special shortened version of the Mk 
4 Submachine Gun and is available 
in fully automatic fire military ver¬ 
sions (with 4- and 8-inch barrels) and 
semiautomatic police and civilian ver¬ 
sions (also with 4- and 8-inch barrels). 
Introduced in 1983, the Mk 7 was de¬ 
signed for vehicles, special forces, pilots 
and air crews where confined space is 
a factor in using a firearm. The mili¬ 
tary versions, designated A4 (4-inch 
barrel) and A8 (8-inch barrel) fire from 
an open bolt and are capable of full- 
auto or semiauto fire. A suppressor is 
available for these guns. The semi¬ 
automatic versions of the Mk 7, desig¬ 
nated C4 (4-inch barrel) and C8 (8-inch 
barrel), fire from a closed bolt with 
floating firing pin and have fittings for 
mounting a scope. 

All these weapons, along with all 
manufactured accessories, including 
10-, 15- and 34-round single and twin- 
stacked magazines, bayonets, detach¬ 
able stocks, cleaning and sight adjust¬ 
ment equipment, ammunition and 
blank firing attachments, are imported 
by Cassi, Inc., of Colorado Springs. 

Shooting —A member of the ASG staff 
recently purchased an Mk 6 Carbine 
and Mk 7 C4 Para Pistol and we were 
able to examine, test fire and evaluate 
them. 

Both guns are black, with black, 
crinkled paint finishes. Each feels a 
bit heavy. The para pistol weighs in 
at about 6 lbs. empty while the Mk

6 Carbine is about 7.5 lbs. unloaded. 
There is very little recoil or muzzle 
rise experienced when firing the Mk 
6 but the extra weight of the para 
pistol definitely reduces felt recoil and 
muzzle flip when firing. Muzzle flash 
and noise are quite noticeable with the 
para pistol with its shorty barrel. 

Firing at targets from about 35 to 
40 yards away, shooters found the car¬ 
bine to be pretty accurate, although 
we thought the front sight needed 
some adjustment for proper zeroing. We 
did not do as well with the para pistol 
firing at the same targets, as might 
be expected. With its 4-inch barrel, 
this weapon is meant for close-up 
shooting. Although we did not have 
enough ammunition to fire the para 
pistol extensively at close range, we 
are certain it is an effective weapon 
for close-in use. 

On hand for the test shooting we 
had some Israeli Uzi 115-grain ball, 
some Italian Fiocchi 115-grain ball and 
some PMC 115-grain jacketed hollow 
point ammo. We used up all of the full 
metal jacketed ammunition and about 
half of the PMC hollow points with 
good results. 

There were a few jams experienced 
when firing the Mk 6. We later attri¬ 
buted these to shooters’ unfamiliarity 
with the weapon and not having a 



firm hold on it during firing, required 
for proper cycling of the ammunition 
in this blowback-operated weapon. 
Although we fired the para pistol less 
than the Mk 6, there were no jams or 
other malfunctions at all experienced 
with the pistol. Both guns appeared 
to cycle the hollow points equally as 
well as the full metal jacketed stuff. 
We should point out, however, that 
Sterling recommends the use of only 
commercial ball type ammunition in 
these weapons and that is what they 
were meant to fire. 

Based on our limited testing of the 
guns, we think both are outstanding 
firearms of excellent quality. Each Ster¬ 
ling is tested and proofed by the Brit¬ 
ish government before shipment and 
the battle proven design is intended 
to stand up to and continue function¬ 
ing under the most adverse hot and 
cold climatic conditions. With sug¬ 
gested retail prices of around $600 


each, the Mk 6 and Mk 7 are not 
cheap. But if quality and reliability are 
what you’re after, these would be 
among the best 9mm weapons you 
could own. Ask your gun dealer about 
the Sterlings, or contact Cassi, Inc. 
to find out who sells them near you. 
Cassi will also sell directly to the 
public but sells mostly to dealers. Fully 
automatic Sterlings are available for 
sale to law enforcement and qualified 
individuals. •

of interest to you. For instance, many 
EMTk who ski find that they are able 
to work as ski patrolmen for local ski 
areas. Others who like surf and sand 
can find summer employment as life¬ 
guards at beaches or vacation resorts. 
The demand for trained EMTk grows 
steadily each year, and even if you 
already have a job or career, becom¬ 
ing an EMT can serve as a “reserve” 
career should the need ever arise. 

Traditionaly many rural areas in the 
U.S. depend heavily on volunteers to 
staff their ambulance, fire, and rescue 
services. With more and more people 
leaving the large cities, the demand 
for these services in smaller localities 
continues to grow. A trained EMT will 
find himself welcomed by the local 
volunteer emergency service. By volun¬ 
teering his time and skill the EMT 
will be giving back something of great 
value to his community. He will also 
get the opportunity to polish the skills 
he worked so hard to learn. Last but 
not least, the personal satisfaction of 
helping, particularly when that help 
is really needed, is a large part of the 
reason for volunteering. There is no 
feeling in the world quite like the 
feeling of knowing that you helped 
save a life. 

There are a number of ways to get 
EMT training. One of the most com¬ 
mon is for the individual to join a 
volunteer rescue or ambulance squad. 
Many of these organizations offer EMT 
training to their members at little or 
no cost. EMT courses are also con¬ 
ducted at commercial emergency care 
training centers, or through local hos¬ 
pitals. The current cost of one of these 
courses (in the New York City Area) 
is between $300 and $400. 

For those interested in taking a 
course, it is advisable to contact a 
number of different agencies for infor¬ 
mation. The local American Red Cross 
chapter is a good place to start. You 
can also try your state Board of Health 
and local volunteer agencies for more 
information. 

For those seriously interested in sur¬ 
vival planning, EMT training can be 
a valuable addition to their library of 
survival skills. The EMT can use his 
knowledge and training in everyday 
living as well as in a major natural 
or man made disaster. Having some¬ 
one in your family or group with EMT 
skills could well mean the difference 
between life and death. •

I purchased one of the fixed-stock ver¬ 
sions of the Poly Technologies Type 56 
AK-47 rifles for my wife after reading 
your report on them in the March 1988 
issue. After handling and firing the 
rifle myself I was quite impressed. I 
sold my HK 91 and purchased a side¬ 
folding Poly Tbch AK-47 for myself and 
another as a gift for a friend of mine 
in law enforcement. The advantages 
are: lighter, simpler, easier to main¬ 
tain as well as adequately powerful for 
midrange use and inexpensive to pur¬ 
chase and equip. My benchrest testing 
resulted in hits as far away as 600 yards 
with Keng’s mildly corrosive surplus 
ammo on metallic ram style targets. 

I have no doubts as to the ability of 
the rifle to at least suppress sniper 
fire out to 600 yards.

Whenever, Wherever 


A primitive shelter built of materials found in 
nearly any geographic region. . .

N the beginning, the Kickapoo be¬ 
lieve that their great god and crea¬ 
tor, Kitzihiat , lived in the first wick¬ 
iup, a prototype of the Kickapoo win¬ 
ter house. His son, the Kickapoo “cul¬ 
ture hero” known as Wisaka , was 
shown the materials, techniques, cus¬ 
toms, and rituals for building and liv¬ 
ing in these houses. He in turn taught 
them to a proud and wandering tribe 
named the Kiwigapawa , which means 
“He moves about,” and more commonly 


known as the Kickapoo. 

Though the Kickapoo have migrated 
over 1500 miles, originating in the 
colder climates of the Great Lakes and 
finally settling centuries later in the 
deserts of northern Mexico, they have 
preserved their customs and forms of 
house building with virtually no change 
from the beginning. 

The Apaches also lived in wickiups. 
When there was peace and the people 
were to stay put for a reasonable time, 


they built them elaborately — large, 
comfortable residences. In time of war 
they were no more than shelters has¬ 
tily thrown together. An Apache band 
could break camp and be gone in a mat¬ 
ter of minutes. 

The wickiup can be made in two 
forms: rounded and dome shaped like 
the Wichita grass house, or with a 
pointed roof like a tepee. Wickiups 
are easy to build and the materials 
are found virtually anywhere. A frame- 
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The first step in building a wickiup is finding and 
cutting poles. A machete works well when used 
on green saplings.

We began to build the shelter wigwam style, but the poles were too stiff 
to bend properly.

work of poles is covered with branches, 
leaves and grass and sometimes covered 
with earth. The Kickapoos cover them 
with cattail mats which are carefully 
sewn together. 

In an effort to see how much time 
and how difficult it would be to con¬ 
struct a simple wickiup, a staff mem¬ 
ber from ASG and a willing assistant 
set off with a couple of machetes and 
a few yards of twine for the test. 

We cut 20 willow poles about 12 to 
15 feet long and one to two inches in 
diameter for the frame. It took about 
an hour to find and cut reasonably 
straight green poles. Thinner poles 
would have worked better in the mak¬ 
ing of a dome structure, for when we 
tried to sink the poles into the hard 
dry ground and then bend them over, 
the poles cracked and slipped out of 
the holes we tried to dig in the ground. 

Our option was to build the tepee 
style wickiup by laying the poles against 
the four pole dome frame we had 
started. After all twenty poles were in 
position, twine was used to help secure 
the poles. 

We thatched the wickiup using wil¬ 


low and eucalyptus branches. Since we 

weren’t worried about rain, we arranged 
the branches only to create a thick 
shade for protection against the sun. 
We left the bottom of the wickiup free 
of thatching so a breeze could filter 
through the new shelter. In colder 
weather we would have added plenty 
of insulation material, and then dirt 
to form a draft free shelter. 

For more information on building 
wickiups an interesting little book 
titled Shelteis, Shacks , and Shanties 
by D.C. Beard contains information on 
shelters, from the most primitive Indian 
lean-to to the most elaborate log cabin. 
There are plenty of useful illustrations 
(see drawings in this article) and handy 
ideas on pioneering skills. Available 
for $11.95 plus $3 S&H from Loom- 
panics Unlimited, Dept. ASG , P.O. Box 
1197, Port Ibwnsend, WA 98368. 

A wickiup is probably the simplest, 
most protecting and quick shelter to 
build when out stranded or lost in the 
wilds. We completed ours in under two 
hours, but could have spent all day 
making it stronger, rain resistant, and 
more comfortable. •

T HE strategy of trading gold for 
silver, and vice versa, is based 
upon the fact that there have always 
been fluctuations in the price ratio 
of gold to silver. The cause of these 
fluctuations is seldom the same, but 
includes government policies, interna¬ 
tional uncertainty, inflation, poor eco¬ 
nomic news, etc. Whatever the reasons, 
changes in the gold-to-silver ratio do 
occur, and that fact can be used to 
advantage. 

Gold-silver ratio trading has been 
used over the years as a safe and pro¬ 
fitable strategy for investors. The same 
method can be used by the survivalist 
to increase the amount of gold or 
silver owned without any additional 
investment. 

The gold-silver ratio strategy takes 
advantage of the fact that while gold 
and silver usually move in the same 
direction, they do not move at the 
same rate. You can take advantage of 
these differing rates of movement by 
trading your gold for silver when gold 
is relatively over-valued compared to 


silver, and trading silver for gold when 
silver is relatively over-valued com¬ 
pared to gold. This strategy requires 
no split-second timing. 

How do you know when to make the 
ratio trade? Simple: Divide the gold 
price by the silver price. At a ratio 
above 35 to 1, silver is under-valued 
compared to gold. Below 35 to 1, gold 
is under-valued compared to silver. 

By trading the gold/silver ratio you 
can dramatically increase the number 
of ounces of gold and silver you own. 

For example: If the ratio is 40 to 1, 
you can trade 10 ounces of gold for 
400 ounces of silver. When the ratio 
moves back to 30 to 1, you can trade 
back 400 ounces of silver for 13 ounces 
of gold. This leaves you with a net 
gain of 3 ounces of gold. 

Alternately, you may only trade 300 
ounces of silver to return to your origi¬ 
nal 10 ounces of gold, leaving a net 
gain of 100 ounces of silver. 

The strategy is a trading method 
designed for those who wish to: 1) 
Stay at all times in precious metals.

2) Increase their assets without risk. 

The strategy is perfect for the long¬ 
term precious metal holder. While most 
trading schemes involve jumping in 
and out of markets and trying to hit 
every top and bottom, this strategy is 
quite different. 

You are never out of precious metals 
when you follow the gold-to-silver ratio 
strategy. For example, if the strategy 
calls for selling silver, you will be

simultaneously buying gold. You, there¬ 
fore, have constant protection against 
inflation, and a tremendous opportu¬ 
nity for an expansion of your reserves. 

One great advantage of the strategy 
is that it requires no additional in¬ 
vestment dollars. You simply put the 
metals you are now holding to work 
for you. The evidence is strong that 
this is a safe wajr to acquire precious 
metals. Since changes in the ratio 
often occur in the faster-moving bear 
markets, it is possible to increase your 
portfolio value even though both gold 
and silver are declining in price. 

This is because the profit is in ounces 
and not in dollars. 

So, the strategy can work anytime 
in a market cycle. It can be profitable 
during bull markets or bear markets. 
And it may even be profitable when 
the precious metals seem to be 
going nowhere. 




REASONS TO TRY THE STRATEGY 

1) No Additional Investment — You 
can use the gold and silver that you 
already own. 

2) No Additional Risk — You only 
make the trade after the ratio is in 
your favor, by calculation, not by 
speculation. 

3) Constant Protection — You are 
always in either gold or silver and, 
therefore, have the traditional precious 
metals protection against inflation. 

4) Potential Tax Advantages — While 
everyone’s tax situation varies, you 
may find that a tax liability would 
only be assumed when you finally sold 
out your precious metals, and not on 
an annual basis. 

5) No Special Knowledge — The 
strategy is simple and requires only 
watching the timing. 

6) No Complex System — Unlike 
most trading systems, the strategy 
requires no complex charting tech¬ 
niques or split-second timing. 

The strategy requires thinking in 
ounces instead of dollars. For years 
survivalist advisors have said repeat¬ 
edly that gold and silver are the only 
real money, that they alone have in¬ 
trinsic value, while paper money does 
not. The strategy makes the investor 
focus on this basic truth. The strategy 
isn’t designed to accumulate paper dol¬ 
lars; the strategy is designed to accum¬ 
ulate gold and silver. •
